JAMES CREELMAN AND HIS WORK AS 


A CORRESPONDENT IN THE ORIENT. 


War Correspondence Now u Kegulai 


Branch uf Journalism—"Hull Run" jRus- 


BQll aud His Work—J&uiutj Henri Browne 
and Other American \VarCoiresponilents, 


To be a really successful war corre- 


spondent is to bo really great, and James 
Creelman, tho Araericau newspaper 
man who has attracted general atten- 
tion by his work reporting tho war be- 
tween China and Japan, has already 
proved his right to be considered a cor- 
respondent of energy and push. To those 
who knew him aforetime the knowledge 
of his enterprise and power to "drive" 
does not come as a new thing, for he 
has long been understood to be of more 
than ordinary ability and alertness, 


"The war correspondent," observes 


Jnnius Henri Browne iu the first obap- 
ter of his book descriptive of his expe-

rlenoes during our own civil war, "is 
the outgrowth of a very modern civili- 
zntion, though Xenopheii and Julius 
GiESar woro early examples of their pro- 
fession. They, however, told the story 
of their own deeds" and the nineteenth 
century Bohemians narrate the acts of 
others. 
* * * They aro tho out- 


growth of the groat and constantly aug- 
menting power of the press and were 
firHt fully developed and their influence 
felt during tho Crimean contest. There 
were war correspondents before that 
day, in the Napoleonic struggle for uni- 
versal domination aud in our own little 
affair, as it now appears, with Mexico, 
but nntil tho time mentioned war corre- 
spondence had not become a regular and 
recognized department of military-civic 
life." 


Ono of tho most snc'cossful of tho 


pioneers among war correspondents was 
William Howard Enssell, who came to 
bo known as "Bull Bun" Eussell dur- 
ing tho civil war in. this country. Like 
so mauy other men who have distin- 
guished themselves in journalism. Dr. 
-Rnssell—for he is a doctor of-something 
now, though of what this writer wots 
not—did not set out to be a newspaper 
mau, bnt fell into the business qnito in- 
cidontally,if not accidentally. His work 
has all been dono for thoLoudon Times, 
and be began to write for that solid old 
sheet while ho was yet in college. When 
tho repeal agitation of O'Connell began, 
Bnssell was first regularly engaged by 
The Times, and when the Irish patriot 
was put on trial Eussell was sent to re- 
port the case. He was then bnt 22, bxit 
ho did his work to the porfeot satisfac- 
tion of his employers. Probably the 
larger portion, of my readers know little 
or nothing of O'Connell and his trial, 
and no wonder, for tho trial was nearly 
50 years ago. Young Enssell at that 
time was reading law, and in 1850 he 
was called to the bar. For a fow years 
after that event in his life he devoted 
himself to such minor matters of practice 
as fall to the lot of young barristers iu 
England. Mr. Delane was editor of 
The Times then, and ho told young Ens- 
sell one day in 1854 that a pleasant ex- 
cursion had been arranged for him. He 
was to accompany the guard to Malta. 
The English government had decided to 
make a display of supporting Turkey 
against Eussia, but it was hardly dream- 
ed by any 0110 then that tho Crimean 
war, with its horrors, was to follow the 
demonstration to report which Mr. Bus- 
sell was to take an agreeable little "ex- 
cursion." Bnt so it was, aud so began 
the real life work of oue who, I should 
say, may properly bo spoken of as the 
father of modem war correspondence, 
for, although .Russell began his work 
before the days of the wire, before war 
correspondence was a recognized branch 
of journalism, while yet journalism, it-

self was in its. infancy indeed, ho show- 
fod nearly nil the qualities that have been 
developed by the famous correspondents 
of Inter wars, Since the Crimean war 
Bnssell has tried his hand st wnr report- 
ing more than once nnd without suffer- 
ing materially through comparison with 
his younger competitors. In 1861-6 he 
represented Tho Times in America. He 
went through the Franco-Prussian, war 
ill 1870-1, and his journalistic achieve- 
ments in time of peace have been many 
and notable, 
He still lives, hale and 


hearty, though his hair and close out 
mustache aro now whitened by the snows 
of time. 


Bnt, after all, it was not till the 


jieakiDg of tho civil contest here that 
War correspondence was well organized 
or generally recognized as a branch of 
newspaper service. 
Then, 
as Mr, 


Browne, already mentioned in this arti- 
cle, piits it, war correspondence on this 
«ido of tho Atlnatio became "as much 
an avocation ns practicing law or selling 
dry goods," and very well known did 
tho best nnd brightest of tho corroapond- 
auts become to the readers of tho jour- 
nals of that time. Yet to most recent 
readers these same names will look np 
from the printed page of this article into 
eyes that have never seen them before. 
Borne of •these old .time oorrescondeii.ts 


wero Richard B. Collmrii of the I5ow 
York World, William E. Davis of the 
liucimiati Gazette, W. I). Bickham of 
:he Cincinnati 
Commercial, L. L. 


3rounso of tho New York Times, Thomas 
W. Kuox of the New York Herald, Al- 
xit D. Bichardsou of the New York 
Tribune and Juuius Henri Browne him- 
self, also of The Tribune. Yes, and 
there was Hoiiry M. Stanley, too, who 
iias been before tho public most of 
the time over since the close of tbe 
war—that is, until he stopped exploriug 
Africa and settled down to married life 
a few years ago. Since then we have 
heard very little of him. 


What of tbe others? Well, the young 


folks will tell you that Colonel W. Kiiox. 
is known to them as a writer of books 
that boys like mightily to read. I saw 
Mr. Browne bnt yesterday looking very 
much as ho does iu tho portrait accom- 
panying this article, save that his beard 
ia now shaved off and his mustache and 
hair are white. Sometimes ho talks of 
his war experiences to those ho knows 
and likes, and it is indeed au interesting 
thing to hear, him relate the story of his 
own and Richardson's capture by the 
Confederates when tho two correspond- 
ents risked the running of the batteries 
at Vicksburg for the sake of "the expe- 
rience." Bichardsou was tragically 
called awny from this earthly stage years 
ago. Of the others I know little or noth- 
ing. 


It may be said of these correspondents 


and of their fellows whoso names I can- 
not recall that their work practically 
revolutionized jonmalism. It is true 
that tho war and the public thirst for 
news concerning it spurred the corre- 
spondence on, bnt that should not de- 
tract from their credit in tho matter. 
Before the great contest the special tele- 
gram was a poor, and meager thing com- 
pared with what it speedily became aft- 
er tho firing of the first gun ou Snmter. 
Tho headlines that are so groat a feature 
of modern American newspapers had 
not much voguo until tho war mado it 
necessary for the editors to dress their 
news in snob garb that ho who ran might 
read. The general.spirit of hustlo and 
the desire to "beat the other fellow" 
did not begin to inf uso tho reporters nnd 
correspondents as it does now until the 
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war callod it i&'tq being. Before that 
period of fire arid Wood the newspaper 
was valued most;for its opinions. Then 
it began to be valued most for its news, 
and tiiis has held good ever since. You 
like to reai n journal with which yon 
can agree, ;bnt yon must road one which 
contains the news. 


So I say, thnt .the modern newspaper 


had its birth dnring tho civil wnr, and 
I beliovo that it was quite as much tho 
ability of the men who reported the bat- 
tles aud maneuvers • of that war that 
brought about the revolution as tho cir- 
cumstances which furnished their oppor- 
tunity. 
' .. 


Every war sinoe 1805 has brought 


with it its crop of correspondents. 
Among tho newer men are Archibald 
Forbes and the American McQahan, and 
Millet, the artist, correspondent, and 
Frederick Villiers, ,.tho war artist. 
Forbes still flourisheth, and so do Vil- 
liers nnd Millet, and may they long con- 
tinue to flourish. McGabnu, whose serv- 
ices iu behalf of the Bulgarians have 
made him immortal, died, poor fellow, 
before he even knew how great n fame 
he bad made for himself. His Bnssinn 
wife now lives in New York, n hard 
working, refined and generally respected 
newspaper woman. 
. 
, 


Mention of Millet reminds me that 


those who picture battles nre quite ns 
deserving of mention ns those who re- 
port them, but my space is about used 
up now, nnd only1 scant mention may be 
accorded the artists. It was as a war 
artist that Thomas Nast, afterward to 
be the pioneer of American caricatur- 
ists, did his first notable work. A. B.; 
Wand was another American wnr artist, 
nnd A. Weiser, A. Simplon and C. Par- 
sons also sigualized-thoniselves by their 
sketches of battles 'fought between the 
armies of tho north and south. Still 
more names could be mentioned if this 
were nnything like an adequate review 
of the subject, Vere.Stchegin, the won- 
derful Husaiuu artist,' got much of his 
early training, too, by tho sketching of 
battles. 


And yet, though wo must nil recog- 


nize the fact that', journalism and illus- 
trative art have both been, greatly bene- 
fited by wars, my leaders will join with 
me, I am sure, iu tho hopo that the pro- 
fessions of war correspondent and war 
artist may soon vanish from the face of 
tho earth, for wo are nil looking for tho 
speedy coming of that age when there 
shall be "no more wars."

FUEL AND FUNDS. 


Again In Eoglautl'i* Oldest Colony, "the 


Sport of Historic Misfortunes"—The Gov. 
eminent Nearly Bankrupt, the Itanks la 
Liquidation and Trade Paralyzed. 


At tho present time Newfoundland 


seems to be n good place to remain away 
from. Tbe people aro without food, fuel 
and funds, and the awful state of desti- 
tution prevailing thero was recently 
brought to public notice in a most for- 
cible manner by tho bread riots in St. 
John's. There is no circulating medium 
owing to tho recent failure of tho Com- 
mercial aud Union banks, tho only 
banks in tho colony; trade is paralyzed, 
fow firms havo weathered tho storm, 
there is 110 work for thousands of labor- 
ing men, and a largo percentage of the 
population is on the verge of bankrupt- 
cy, and the people aro ready for any- 
thing that will put bread iu their 
mouths. 


Lord Salisbury once termed the col- 


ony "thespurtot historic misfortunes," 
and the phraso never seemed moro apt 
thnn at the present time. Iu July, 1802, 
half the city of St. John's was swept 
away by a conflagration that left 11,000 
out of the 81,142 residents of tbe placo 
homeless. Tho fire proved a temporary 
blessing, for the $4,000,000 of insurance 
money that poured into tho city revived 
trade and assisted tho two banks, which 
wore on the vorgo of failure. 
These 
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banks wero in difficulties a year before 
from loaning more money than their 
capital warranted, but Sir William 
Wbitoway, who was then premier aud 
attorney general, assisted them by pro- 
curing a loan of §250,000, wbioh they 
succeeded in repaying in a single year. 


Like the pheuix, St, John's rose from 


its ashes after the great fire, aud in two 
years the burned district was rebuilt 
and greatly improved. While tho insur- 
ance money lasted there was a season of 
prosperity, but when tho money was ex- 
hausted tho crash that had only been 
deferred came upon tho colony. Ono of 
tho principal causes of the present finan- 
cial troubles is the credit system that 
has long prevailed in the fishing trade. 
For generations the large mercantile 
firms havo'advanced goods nnd provi- 
sions to the fishermen, who at the end of 
the season turned over their catch to 
tho merchant. If the season was n good 
one, each fisherman had a balance to 
his credit when the accounts were ad- 
justed. If tho season wns unprofitable, 
ho was in debt for one year's supplies 
nnd must procure another on credit. In 
this way many fishermen became hope- 
lessly plunged iu debt, and merchants 
wore compelled to charge outrageous 
prices iu order to recoup themselves for 
their losses from numerous bad debts. 
The end was only a matter of time. 


Another potent cause was the gross 


mismanagement of the two banks. Near 
ly $1,000,000 worth of the Commercial 
bank notes were hold by persons all over 
tho colony, aud when the bank failed 
on Deo. 10 and tho Union bauk follow- 
ed tho entire circulating medium of tho 
colony received a terrible blow. The 
Commercial bank's currency was found 
to bo worth 20 cents on the dollar and 
the Union's 80 oonts. The mercantile 
firms indebted to the banks went to the 
wall, tho shareholders wore ruined, and 
the financial situation was aud is chaos. 


Such is the situation confronting tho 


governor, Sir John T. K. O'Biien, and 
Premier Joseph Green. Politics hns out 
no small figure in the history of Eng- 
land's oldest colony during tho past 
year. Premier Whitewny nnd his col- 
lengues were accused of bribery and cor- 
ruption a year ago and were unseated 
and disqualified on technical grounds by 
the supreme court, bnt it is understood 
that Whitow.ay will return to power ns 
soon as the legislature relievos him 
from the disqualification imposed by the 
couit. 


If given an opportunity, Newfound- 


land can escape from her present plight. 
The exports nnnnally are over $6,000,- 
000, uud tho people are thrifty and in- 
dustrious.

tures, '' president 
of tho Massachu- 
setts Metaphysic- 
al college nnd 
first pastor of tho 
Christian. Sci- 
'erice denomina- 
tion, is without 
doubt one of tho 
most remarkable 
women in Amor- 


ion. Sho has within n few years found- 
rid a soot that has over 100,000 converts, 
aud very recently saw completed in 
Boston as a testimonial to her labors a 
handsome fire proof church that cost 
$250,000 and was paid for by Christian 
Scientists all over the country. 


•Mrs. Eddy traces her genealogy back 


to Scotch ancestors, who come to this 
country not long before tho Revolution, 
and her father. Mark Baker, was tho 
youngest of 18 children. The old Baker 
homestead of about 800 acres lay in 
Concord aud Bow, N. H. Afiera child- 
hood filled with visions somewhat re- 
sembling tboso of Joan of Aro, Mrs. 
Eddy became tho wife of Colonol deorge 
Washington Glover of Charleston iu 
1848. He died of yellow fever n year 
Inter, nnd four months after bis desth 
bet son was born. 
When tho boy wns 


4 years old, Mrs. Eddy resigned bin] to 


tlio care ol n former imnfu and m:nle a 
second matrimonial venture, but speed- 
ily procured a divorce. 
Iu 1877 she 


married Asa Hilbert Eddy of Lynn, 
Mass. Meanwhile her son grew to mnu- 
hood and married bet'oro he learned that 
his mother was still alive. 


Mrs. Eddy asferts that in 18IJC she 


became certain that "all causation was 
mind aud every effort a mental phenom- 
enon." Taking her test tiom thu Bible, 
she endeavored iu vain to find the great 
curativo principle;—tlio Deity—in phi- 
losophy and schools of medicine, and 
she concluded that tho way of salvation 
demonstrated by Jesus was tho power 
of truth over all error, sin, sickness and 
death. Thus originated the divine or 
spiritual science of uiindlionliiig, which 
she termed Christian science. ''Her hus- 
band was her first public convert. 
She 


lias a palatial Boston homo and a coun- 
try seat near Concord. Tho Christian 
Science ohnrch lias a membership of 
•1,000, and 800 of the members are Bos- 
touiaus. 


ONCE A PRINTER'S DEVIL 


Chllton Struck Agalimt a Dollnr a Week 


and Is Now a Senator. 


Horace Chilton, who will succeed 


Bichnrd Coko of Texas in tho United 
States senate next March, began tho 
battle of life ns n printer's devil when 
be was 16 years of nge at tho salary of 
$ 1 a week and board. At tho end of a 
year he was refused an advance of sal-

ary and struck, and for a time he was a 
tramp printer. Ho was born near Tyler, 
Tox., 41 years ago and had few educa- 
tional advantages. After his strike for 
more wages be managed to save a little 
money aud procured another year of 
schooling. 
Ho then started a small 


newspaper in Tyler, supported his moth- 
er and sister and gave tbo latter an edu- 
cation. Wiiilo still running his paper 
ho studied law nnd wns admitted to the 
bar. 


After a struggle he secured a good 


practice in Tyler, and in 1881 Governor 
Hoberts officially recognized his merit 
by appointing him assistant district at- 
torney of Texas. Meanwhile ho bad taken 
an active part in politics. He made an 
unsuccessful attempt to secure tho con- 
gressional nomination in tho Third dis- 
trict, and in 1876 delivered a speech at 
the Fort Worth convention favoring 
Tildou for president. In tho Qalveston 
convention of 188G he pressed tho claims 
of James H. Hogg for attorney general, 
and two years later was n delegate to 
tho national Democratic convoutiou in 
St. Louis. 


In 1890 he nominated Hogg for gov- 


ernor at the San Antonio convention, 
and when Senator John H. Eengnu re- 
signed in 1891 Governor Hogg appoint- 
ed Chilton to fill tho vacancy. He took 
his seat in the United States senate on 
Dec. 7, 1891, and served until March, 
1892, when ho was succeeded by Roger 
Q. Mills. 
Mr. Chilton enjoys the dis- 


tinction of being the first native born 
Texan to represent his state in the sen- 
ate. Ho is one of the ablest lawyers in 
Texas, nnd Inrge fees hnve mado him a 
wealthy man. 
Ho is. a friend of silver 


and believes in unlimited coinage at 
tho ratio of 16 to 1. Ho is a well built 
man, of medium height, with n light 
complexion, brown hair aud auburn 
whiskers. 


Perforating Postage Stamps.

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


CONDITION AND PROSPECTS OF BUSI- 


NESS IN CONGRESS. 


No Financial I,e£islation-™Tliy ludiuii Qnes- 


tlou—Cliusiuff the Elusive Barn Storoifcr. 
Interview With tho Chairman of the Na- 
val Committee—Annexation of lluwail.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2-1.—Since it is 


settled—or tho ol<l heads sny it is—that 
there is to be no financial legislation at 
tins session wo imtnrnlly feel liko ask- 
ing what there will be, and this leads 
us, as usual, to consider a very preva- 
lent error. Most of the people fix their 
oyes on one or two lending measures— 
last session it was tliu tariff, before that 
tho repeal of the Sherman act, and now 
it is the currency bill—and forget the 
enormous labor that is done in commit- 
tee rooms and tiio hundreds of bills 
which (iro passed in tho course of gen- 
eral business. Besides the appropriation 
bills, which are now sufficient to occupy 
at least half the time of every congress, 
tbcro aro general bills on roads ami 
bridges, very many private bills and 
local bills and almost innumerable relief 
measures, from those which givo mil- 
lions to great commonwealths down to 
one giving a few dollars to pay Felix 
JlcStadler and Aun Jane Jones or other 
parties for cows accidentally killed at 
Cliickamauga and all nrouuil there. In- 
cidentally it may be itthled that the re- 
fusal ot this cougross to pay a mass of 
just claims dating from the war period 
had a great deal more to do with the 
defeat of some of the members than is 
generally supposed. 


Lo, tho 1'oor Ked Man. 


As to the appropriations bills, the gen- 


eral statement is made by all members 
of the committee that tho total will fall 
a little short of that appropriated last 
year ami but little; bow much will de- 
pend upon the amount forced iuto tho

general deficiency bill, which is the last 
to get through and is therefore loaded 
as much as possible in the hurry of the 
closing honrs. 


Tho bouse committee on Indian affairs 


has had what may justly be termed a 
high old time, not only in committee, bnt 
in open house, but has managed to carry 
its point and in such a way that, aside 
from those directly interested, it will 
take au expert to find out just what has 
boon done. Two facts are prominent. 
Tho appropriation for contract schools is 
cut clown one-fifth, and such broad dis- 
cretion is given to the commissioner of 
Indian affairs as to show an evident in- 
tent that such schools shall soon bo done 
awny with. Now, tho fact that all such 
schools to be terminated soon aro Catho- 
lio schools may bo a more coincidence, 
as some members of the committee 
claim, but outsiders generally take it as 
a result of the A. P. A. movement The 
long cherished intention of Chairman 
Holmau that Indian children shall be 
educated at their homes npoii tho reser- 
vations will 'probably be the policy here- 
after, and finally the appropriation is 
considerably below the estimate, being 
less than $7,000,000, and the usual 
promises aro made that hereafter the In- 
dians will not cost BS so much as here- 
tofore. 
Tho popular impression that 


great areas of Indian laud are to be 
opened up is singularly at variance with 
the truth. 
Indeed the only tract worth 


mentioning is that obtained from the 
Wichita Indians, and that only contains 
700,000 acres, and thoro is still a ju- 
dicial question to bo settled before its 
opeuing is certaiu. 


The old and familiar Nicaragua oaual 


bill may bo a little nearer to final pas- 
sage than it was, but if so nobody can 
provo it. With it go to limbo all tho 
other groat cnual scebmes, and the next 
congress Will have thorn to wrestle with 
da novo. As to railroads, the discussion 
on the Pacific railway companies' in- 
debtedness has broken out in a new 
form, and tho latest proposition from 
the reorganization committee of tho 
companies is that tho interest shall bo 
reduced to 3 per cent, and that in case 
of foreclosure by the government the 
reorgaiiizors shall be preferred purchas- 
ers. Another proposition is that tho 
stockholders be assessed a sum sufficient 
to pay all tho bonds which rest oa liens 
prior to that of tho government, nnd that 
tho debt to the government bo consoli- 
dated into 50 year bonds at 2 per cent 
After listening to tho evidence and nrgn- 
mouts before tho house committee we 
usually go over and ask tho latest opin- 
ion of Senator Cnllom, who replies just 
as ho (lid a year ago, with a smile that 
is childlike and blaud: "Don't worry 
yourself. It is fixed that nothing at all 
is to bo done." 


Eluding Judicial Processes. 


All that uoblo array of measures from 


tho committee on agriculture seem ap- 
pointed for defeat, and oven tho bill to 
nibjcct oleomargarine to tho laws of 
auy state iuto which it may bo import- 
3(1, which bill had gained tho right of 
tvay, was euchred out of it by the adroit 
minority and must now tako ita chances 
ji the general scramble. Tho committee 
)n patents ami incidentally on copy- 
right is still cjiasiug tho elusive barn 
itormer. There is such an interlock of 
local laws, nnd in many states such au 
ibaenco of nil law on tho subject that 
itrolling dramatic companies can make 
tip their ronto for tho season and keep 
far ahead ef any judicial process. Of 
late they have been using many plays 
which woro not oven printed. A stenog- 
rapher was employed to tnko down tho 
words when tho play was first proseut- 
ed, and au expert to study tho scenery 
nud situations, and thus tho strolling 
dramatists wero able to start in distant 
states and run n season with impunity. 
A general bill setting forth tho powers 
of tho federal courts was introduced by 
Hon. Amos Cnmmings, and Judgo Dit- 
teuhoefer of Now York has boon qnito 
active in support of it. Chairman Cov- 
ert of tho committee says tho greatest

NllVftl I'TOSUCC'tH. 


Tho greatest interest just at present 


is probably in the committee ou naval 
affairs, and IIoii. Jacob A. QeisseDhni- 
iior, who becnmo its chairman oa tho re- 
tirement of AmosCummings, talks with 
an earnestness amounting to warmth 
about the random statements that havo 


ii made iu tho papers. In answer to 


my questions be summed it up thus: 
"Please dismiss from your mind all 
statements that \vo are going to build 
8 or 48 or auy other number of war- 
Jiips right away. It is all speculation 
on iho part uf the public. The commit- 
teo is an uncertain body, tho honso is 
moro uncertain still, nnd as to tho sen- 
ato — well, you ought to know by this 
timo that it is safer to guess at tho ver- 
dict of a petit jury. Tho navy has long 
been a subject on which there is n deal 
of partisan debate. Each party wants to 
provo that it is a better frieud to tho 
navy than tho other. But the groat trou- 
ble is that naval construction is rapidly 
improving, or, at any rate, changing. 


"The great powers of tho world copy 


from us, aud we copy from them, aud 
by the time a certain typo of vessel is 
really perfected it is obsolete. An effi- 
cient navy, therefore, is always in a con- 
dition which the philosophers call an 
uhstable equilibrium. I don't know bnt 
tho process will result as it lias in so 
mauy other things — that is, wo shall go 
on adding and addiug to the appliances 
for naval warfare until they reach such 
n point of complexity that they will be 
useless because nobody can work them, 
or, moro likely, when we shall have 
reached the greatest possible perfection, 
some entirely 'now system will bo in- 
vented, and tho great uavies will bo sal- 
able as old iron. All you need say at 
present is that tho department has asked 
for nearly $8,000,000 for construction 
and repairs for the year 1895-6, aud 
with this I hand you over to Mr. Meyer, 
who is doing bis best for tho bill to re- 
organize the personnel of the navy." 


The Value of Age. 


Mr. Meyer explained his bill at some 


length, and after hearing him and read- 
ing the recent report I can only conclude 
that thero has been a deal of unneces- 
sary delay for. a matter of such impoiv 
tance. The chief trouble is that, owing 
to au enormous excess of appointment 
in 1860-7 and other causes, certain 
grades of the service aro overloaded, and 
if the regular rules aro followed officers 
will not roach a rank to command until 
their best years are passed nnd the habit 
of depending on others has become 
chronic. Thus the age of reaching the 
grade of rear admiral is now 58, and iu • 
a few years it will bo 60 %, with only 18 .' 
months to serve before retirement, while ' ) 
tho ago of reaching the grade of captain. 
is EO)fJ years and rapidly increasing, 
and so of the grades of commander and 
lieutenant commander. In 1841 there 
was such an excess of appointments that 
very fow wero made for several years 
afterward, and all tho appointees of that 
era aro long sinco out of the service. 
Thereafter until 1 800 the graduates from 
tho naval academy did not supply the 
annual waste. A tremendous change fol- 
lowed, and now tbere is an excess of 12G 
officers on tho active line list of the 
navy, and promotion is distressingly, 
slow. 


Surplus Officers. 


By joint resolution of Jan. 12, 1894, 


a joint committeee on this subject was 
created consisting of Senators Butler, 
Blackburn and Hale and Representa- 
tives Meyer, Money and Wadsworih.bnt 
owing to the tariff . debate and other 
causes it has done little until lately and 
now has acted in. a groat hurry. It rec- 
ommends, in brief, that 100 of the sur- 
plus officers bo transferred to various 
shore duties, such as inspecting mer- 
chant -vessels, supervising harbors, in- 
specting steel and other armor, superin- 
tending gun factories,- naval homes and , 
hydograpbio offices and serving as sub- 
'• 


ordinatos in the naval bureau. It is 
claimed that this will reduce expenses, 
give moro room, for.- promotion and yet 
retain these 100 officers ready for active 
service afloat iu case of war. Much ia 
said about the fact that there is so little 
chauco for enlisted men, and that in 
conscqnencp our vessels aro manned 
mainly by foreign seamen, and the bill 
reported provides for .promotion on the 
same principle as pufunotions from the 
ranks aro mado in tho army. Thoro is ' 
also groat inequality in tho pay lists, the 
result boiug that tho commanding officer 
of an American man-of-war often ro- : 
ceives several .hundred dollars less p*r 
annum than his subordinates of tho staff 
corps, such as surgeon,?, paymasters and 
engineers. It is evident that meu of these 
three classes can enter private business 
in their lines at any timo on leaving 
tho service, while regular uaval officers 
cannot.

Mr. Rogers would no more trample 


on "an noblo brain abovo his own" than 
yon or I.

neut and tidy, and trampling on a brain 
that was above his own is a thing that 
he has not done for years. 


He feels the same about "an unknown 


hand that was not theio." Ho would 
not trample on that either, and he wants 
it generally uudoistood that ho is a ton- 
tier hearted man and fond of littlo chil- 
dren and pets. 


The editor, of course, pays a high trib- 


uto to journalism, its biaiii power and 
keen intellect, but lie forgets that Mr. 
Rogers feels the same toward journal 
ism, 
and he had no idea that his failure 


to reach the editor with a ticket would 
make his life such a blank, Mr. Rogers 
is of a cheery, bright disposition, but 
since the above attack ho can not fight 
down a feeling of extiemo sadness. Ho 
says that the performance of "Julius 
Casar" wag not given to make money, 
except for some worthy enterprise. Ho 
did not even got a ticket himself or any 
pay for his time nor even draw half pay 
as pantaca of Rome for the evening, and 
so far as tho above roast is concerned it 
will not impair his future Julius Caesar 
business, as he does not contemplate re- 
peating the performance, bnt it is per- 
sonally unpleasant to be hauled up be- 
foro the public in the editorial columns 
of a paper and things said about him 
Which he does not understand. 


Mr. Rogers goes abont day after day 


now with a copy of The Gleaner in his 
hand and a pencil trying to figure out 
whether ha is insulted or not. 


Meeting Mr. Hezekiah Gudger the

It is too 
much tho case with Christians also that 
they live unto tiiemsehes, indulge them- 
selves, please themselves, rather than 
pleaso Him who hath called them, so that 
God alone can tell whether they are Chris- 
tians at all or not. Christians should boar 
in mind that "we who live arc alway do- 
livcred unto death lor Jesus' sake, that 
tho life also of Jesus might bo made mani- 
fest in our mortal flesh" "that wo should 
not henceforth live unto ourselves, but un- 
to Him who died for us and rose again" 
(II Cor iv, 13, v, 15).

intercut—things that appeal to tho soul 
and things that affect the imagination? 
Wo aro getting away from realism as 
fast as tho cylinders of the press can fly. 
What irf realism bnt commonplace anal- 
ysis of common people? The school of 
Balzaa and Howells is a thing of the 
past. The people are calling for some- 
thing that satisfies tho mind and soul " 
Tho great editor nods his head impress- 
ively and continues: 


"This is shown by the two trends iu 


American lUeratuie just now. One is to- 
ward historic fiction, in which but little 
hah been done. It will lesult in tho 
gathering np of the myths and tradi- 
tions of tho past and weaving them into 
romances The other, an outgrowth and 
reaction from realism, is a demand for 
tho creative imagination. We have not 
yet got beyond that. The books and 
magazines that are following these now 
trends aro tho most succcssfnl at pres- 
ent. That is tho best evidence of the di- 
rection in which tho popular mind is 
turned. 


"Let me toll yon another thing. The 


day of the book of short stories is gone. 
Tho short story itself will lemaiu as a 
feature of literature, bnt when a person

buys a volnma now ho wants a connect- 
ed, completed book. This is being mani- 
fested by book buyeis in all tho cities 
and towns from Boston to San Francisco. 


"Stories of adventure are going to bo 


very popular in a few years, and South 
America is tho great field for that. Tho 
opening up of the Transandean railway 
from Venezuela to Chile and Argentine 
will give that kind of literature a great 
impetus. All tho elements aro there lor 
staking incidents and marvelous scenes, 
sncli as existed in onr west when that 
was a land of novelty. That was the 
material that Mayne, Eoid used so suc- 
cessfully. Now tiie great railway and 
commercial development is shifting tho 
field of exploit to South America. 


"Thero is also a revival of interest in 


occultism, which is to philosophy what 
the 'Arabian Nights' and German fairy 
tales wore to literature. Occultism is 
nothing more than the folklore of na- 
tions." 


Views of Poetry. 


As tho editor sits in hia large, snnny 


sditorial room at tho top of thd great 
building tho visitor is impressed with 
the soulful personality of the man. It is 
the poet that shows in every curving line 
of his face. There is a rare kindness 
about tho gray eyes and the month, 
which is half concealed by a mnstaeho. 
Though bnt little* past the meridian of 
life, the rich brown hair is well mixed 
with white, which gives him an added 
ilignity. No man is better acquainted 
with the poetry of tho ago than he, and 
it is a favorite topic of discussion. 


"I dou'tfind any real poetry in Amer- 


ica now," ho says, with a tone of sad- 
ness. "What verse is being written is 
but an echo of tho past, growing dimmer 
and dimmer. How do I account for it? 
When a nation deteriorates, its senti- 
ment declines.'' 


This is not said in a pessimistic way, 


for Mr. Bnttorworth is an optimist 
through and through, but as the verdict 
sf his critical judgment. 


"Who -would I name as the first of 


American poets?'' ho repeats as the ques- 
tion is asked. "Edna Dean Proctor, by 
all means. Her 'Ancient People' is a 
poem that will stand for ages. Her work 
is polished, rhythmic and sonlful." 


IS is probable if Edna Doaii Proctor 


were asked the same question she would 
jay, "Hnzokiah Bntterworth," for it is 
as a poet that Mr. Butterworth is best 
Snown and loved. The most beautiful 
3f his poems are "Songs of the Baha- 
mas," in which al! tho charms of those 
soral isles, with their splendor of palms, 
wo embodied. Many of them wero writ- 
ten en voyage as tho ship glided over 
ihoso azure seas. He walked tho decks 
like one in a dream, and as the inspira-; 
;ious came to him sat down and wrote i 
ihorn out, BO that every verse breathes' 
i spell. 
' 


Some day, ho says, ho will go to his 


Florida cottage and orange grove and 
write poems of tho Spanish main, bal- 
lads of the traditions that hannt the 
Everglades, of the conqnistadores that 
wont to that land of flowers in quest of 
a country of gold. Among his poems of 
tho south aro "Ponco do Leon" and 
"The Fountain of Youth." Tho latest 
and most boantif ul of hia southern verse, 
not yet published, is tho "Floral Fair at 
Tallahassee." 


His Wertorn Foorog. 


But it is not alone tho languorous south 


that has lured his fancy. When ho went 
to Pngot uound five years ago, ho was so 
enraptured with that inland summer 
sea, its girdlo of mighty glaciers aud its 
incipient commercial cities, that ho 
wrote in poetio fervor a song of hope 
and prophecy, "Nightfall on the Puget 
Soa," which forecast tho growing com- 
merce of tho Pacific that the progress of 
events in tho orient is already beginning 
to fulfill. His other western poems, like 
"Whitman's Eido For Oregon" and the 
"Emigrant's Song," stand side by side 
•with Walt Whitman's "Pioneers" and 
Berkeley's "Star of Empiro." 


To ono who is accustomed to think a 


poet an idle dreamer it is amazing to 
know Mr. Bnttorworth'8 ways and hours 
of working. Tho writing of poetry forma 
but an occasional diversion. Books and 
magazine stories claim mostof his timo 
and industry. Kemovod from the dis- 
tractions of his office, in a single square 


front room, La has lived lor IV years 
and produced most of his books. There 
Iio may bo teen in the early morning and 
lato in tho afternoon, sitting near a win- 
dow in a large w icker rocking chair 
writing oil the broad arm rest 
Upon 


the high back of his chair sits the green 
parrot which he brought from Mexico. 
Its tail is drooping and its head bout 
downward, gazing with owlliko wis- 
dom at his moving pencil. Tho bird 
Fteps upon his ehonldur and rubs its 
glistening throat against its master's 
neck, who reaches up his hand and fon- 
dles it. It is his only pet, for he is a 
bachelor, and ho loves it hko a child. 


The manuscript that ho turns out on 


largo white sheets of linen paper is il- 
legible to the uninitiated. Thero is bnt 
ono man in Boston who can toad it with 
any fluency, arid that is an expert ste- 
nographer, who transcribes it into type- 
writing. 


When a creative spoil is upon him, he 


goes about with forehead wrinkled, eyes 
with a faraway look and a general ab- 
stracted air. At such times he is dream- 
ing out tho charaoteis of his story and 
shaping tho incidents of tho chapters- 
He delves into everything that pertains 
to his subject. The table at his room is 
covered with articles reference books 
and musty volumes fiom the public Ii-" 
brary. When he begins, to wnto a book, 
ho works fnrionsly morning and even- 
ing and will complete it in three or 
four weeks. Ho writes two or three 
books a year besides a score of magazine 
stories and poems. 


Ills I'rose Works. 


He has just finished a book of New 


England ghost stories and wonder tale?. 


It is tlio result of yeais in gathering 


np tho material and is of tho natnio of 
"Ingoldshy Legends," the English book 
of fairy folklore. 


For his first books, the famous Zigzag 


narratives of travel, ho went far and 
wido to got his information. Bntof lato 
years, while he has continued to tako a 
long trip yearly, he has devoted himself 
mostly to subjects that have been stored 
away in his mind, traditions which he 
heard in boyhood by tho. fircdido of his 
Rhode Island home. 


Mr. Butterwortb. began life as a school- 


teacher in Rhode Island. After many 
years thera experiences have come to his 
aid and enabled him to produce his best 
books, "The Log School House on the 
Columbia" "Lincoln the Boy," in 
which tho school days of Lincoln are 
sympathetically treated, and his latest 
published work, "The Patriot School- 
master, '' a story of Revolutionary times. 
Ho is now engaged upon "The Youth of 
Lafayette," which will cover the French 
liberator's boyhood when the inspiration 
camo to him to fight for freedom, and 
he sacrificed fortune, loft a yonng wife, 
and with his own expedition sailed for 
America before ho was 20 years of age.

FAMOUS HACKNEYS. 


TCTO Noted Eastern Sires of This fb&hlon- 


able Itreed. 


The hackneys are perhaps the horses 


that have attracted most attention at 
tho New York horse shows in the past 
three years. Tho headquarters of the 
drafts, on the other hand, is Chicago, 
although the western city is also fully 
alive to tho beauties and graces of tho 
high stepping varieties. Among the ani-

mal? that havo won fame annually iu 
New York none aro more familiar to 
tho showgoers than the two hackney 
stallions represented below. 


The first is the renowned old Match- 


less of Londesboro. Matchless, whose 
sirowasthe famous Dauegelt, is now 10 
years old. Ho was bred by N. S. Brongh, 
England, imported by Henry Fairfax of 
Virginia and is now owned by W, Sew- 
ard Webb. 


Tho house fairly rose to Matchless 


when ho was led into the ring at the 
New York horse show with a score or 
more of his colts, frisky yoniig things 
full of grace and fire. Matchless is kept 
mostly at Dr. Webb's country place, 
Shelbnrno Farm, Vermont. Matchless 
won tho challenge cup of tho American 
Hackney Horse society iu 1893 and 1894. 


FASIIIOK. 


Another one of the shoit backed, long 


legged hackneys that won great favor 
among the admirers of modish horse- 
flesh was Fashion. 


His cropped tail stands up like a 


plumo upon' a hearse, his neck arches 
up like a drawn bow, and his legs stretch 
afar fore and aft. He is now 1C years 
old, and he belongs to Mr. Prescott Law- 
rence of Newport, R. I. Fashion is well 
named. 


Fastening Animals In the Stable. 


With regard to live stock, the merci- 


ful man will make even his stable com- 
fortable. Horses, cattle and bheep must 
not only bo fed and watered, but they 
must be housed, whether in barns or 
folds or stables. 


Valuable horses are kept in single, 


roomy stalls and generally are not con- 
fined by halters. Others are tied up, 
sometimes in single or double stalls. 


Mates of good disposition can be made 


comfortable in double stalls. 


Brood mares should have a single 


stall. 


Sheep may be put by fifties or hun- 


dreds in a single fold, but this should 
be so large that all and each can get at 
the feed at the same time. 


Cattle, especially the milky mothers 


of the herd, should have a full share of 
tho farmer's care and attention. They 
cannot be headed together in a fold like 
sheep. They can, .however, be made 
comfortable in stalls without extra par- 
titions. 


In fixed stanchions, which are still in 


use in most dairies, the cow puts her 
head through a V shaped stanchion, the 
right hand upright of which fastens at 
tho top, and tha whole assumes the shape 
of the Roman II when the head is in. I 
have favored a single polo with a cattle 
tie adjustable to the size of the neck. 


.Recently I have seen what may be 


called an improvement on either of the 
given methods. The stanchion consists 
of two upright poles of even size and 
smoothly rounded, fixed on around disk 
made of plank above and below, which 
allows the whole stanchion to turn or 
revolve at the will of the cow—that is 
to say, she can turn her head by her 
side, the general natural position—. 
while lying down or while standing 
fawn either way to lick herself or rid 
herself of t\ fly. With the old stanchions 
she conld not do so, which was and is 
the principal objection. 


Warmth more or loss is needed by 


all animal life, more direotly by warm 
blooded creatures. When it comes to 
health and thrift or growth, it is pro- 
duced by food which is as fuel to a fur- 
nace or stove ,aud husbanded by warm 
stables. 


Cattle, horses and sheep will consume, 


and need it also, from one-third to 
one-hall more of feed during winter un- 
der open sheds or with no shelter over- 
head than live stock well housed in 
barns or stables. Hence it is trne econ- 
omy to provide these. Nothing looks 
more pitiful than to see cattle and sheep 
shivering on the lee side of ajail fence 
in a snowstorm. A man who Will sub- 
ject his animals to suoh treatment is 
not a farmer, for he does not even study 
his own best interests.—C. W. M. in 
St. Louis Republic. 


When horses shy at cars, umbrellas or 


baby wagons or aro generally skittish, 
it ia a sign not tlfat the animals are 
really scared, but that they are not more 
than half broken. 


FEEDING A SICK HORSE, 


What Aro the Best Articles of Diet to Clve 


Him? 


F. T. MoMahoii, veterinary surgeon 


to tho Chicago fire department, commu- 
nicates an interesting article on tho 
treatment of sick horses. After specify- 
ing tho principal substances from which 
to select articles of diet for the sick 
horte, such as bran, carrots, oatmeal, 
linseed, etc., tho writer continues: 


"Bran stands decidedly foremost as 


ihe food most generally in use for the 
invalid horse. It aottt as n laxative, is 
frequently tempting to tho appetite and 
easy of digestion. There is no part of 
tho general treatment more universal 
than offering this substance as a change 
of food. Is tho horse very weary and 
hia powers weakened in consequence? 
We induce him to take o warm bran 
mash, whioh comfortably distends the 
stomach and satisfies any craving for 
food, thereby enabling1 him to Iio dovhi 
and rest his enfeebled system until re- 
poso restores its wonted vigor. Does ho 
show slight symptoms 'of cold or fever? 
A warm bran mash is a Convenient plan 
of steaming and consequently of sooth- 
ing the irritable mncons membranes of 
tho air passages. 
It is a anbstitate. for 


the more stimulating diet he is accus- 
tomed to and gently promotes the activ- 
ity of the digestive apparatus; it is also 
a convenient medium for the partaking 
of certain simple remedies. A lower 
diet than that with which he is indulged 
when in full Work is judicious and bran 
is selected. 


"Is it necessary to administer purga- 


tive medicine? A bran mash renders tha 
bowels more susceptible of its action, 
and a smaller portion of the drug is 
therefore required to produce the de- 
sired effect, and there is, at the same 
time, less risk of painful spasms accom- 
panying its operation. Bran mashes may 
bo given hot or cold—'cold are perhaps 
quite as grateful to the horse—but the 
nibbling of the hot mash iu catarrhal 
affections is particularly beneficial, from 
tho necessary inhalation of the steam 


"Of all tho roots with whioh horses 


are tempted, tho carrot, as s rule, is tho 
favorite and perhaps tho most benefi- 
cial. It is said to be somewhat diuretic 
in its effects and to exercise a salubri- 
ous influence on the skin. Certain it is 
that a sick horse may bo coaxed into 
eating carrots when disinclined to par- 
take of other nourishment, with tho 
greatest beneficial results. For the ailing 
horse, then, carrots are most valuable 
as au article of diet, and a few may bo 
given with advantage to a horse in a 
healthy condition. 


"Oatmeal is extremely nutritions, and 


as a food for tho convalescent horse is 
most valuable. The bruising process) tha 
grain has undergone breaks the husk 
and renders it more easily acted upon by 
the digestive organs. It is usually given 
in the form of gruel, and ia that form 
it is ono of the most essential articles of 
diet fortho infirmary. It is also a ready 
mode of supplying tho tiled, thirsty 
horse with nourishment after exertion, 
when he returns to tho stable. 


"Linseed is decidedly to be included 


in the sick diet roll. It is nutritious, 
and from its oleaginous nature sooth- 
ing to the frequently irritable mucous 
membrane of the alimentary canal, and 
hence is particularly to be recommended 
in tho treatment of sore throats. Nor is 
its bland effect local only. Its more gen- 
eral influence is particularly observable 
in affections of the kidneys. It may 
either be boiled, so as to form when cool 
n gelatinous mass, and then mixed with 
bran, or the liquid, after boiling, may 
be offered as a drink. 


"Grass, hay tea, etc., are also very 


useful in the treatment of disease and 
should ba used in connection with other 
remedies." 


live Stock Points., 


A calf is a calf till it is a year old.

All hoiaes should be broken to drive 


in either single or double harness before 
they are offered for sale. 


Put female animals near the time of 


parturition away by themselves. The 
event throws tho other animals into a 
state of nervous excitement.

animal broken,so that he is entirely safe 
for a lady to drive brings from 2B to 50 
per cent more money^than one that can- 
not thus be warranted. 


Tha livest and most paying branch of 


stock raising at piesent is the hog busi- 
ness. The high piices of a year ago still 
prevail to some extent. 


•When you are educating n colt, lead 


him np to baby wagons and make him 
smell them. Haul them about where he 
can see them. Do the same with um- 
brellas. Lot him see one closed. Then 
open it and let him see it and smell it. 
Then wava it open before his eyes. Then 
open and shut it in his face, gently at 
first, then suddenly. Walk around him 
with it open. That colt will never after- 
ward scare at an umbrella. A horse can 
also be made familiar with a train of 
cars so that ho will not mind it at all. 


When you give ground feed, mix al- 


ways a little chopped hay, straw or corn 
fodder with it. This gives the fine food 
tho proper bulk and roughness and keeps 
it from packing in the animal's stomach. 


Do not feed sows very heavily imme- 


diately after farrowing. 
It stimulates 


the flow of milk so that this sometimes 
becomes congested in the glands and 
dries up partially. 
Begin light and 


gradually increase tho quantity. 


The number of hackney horses in 


America is rajridly increasing, and 
the collection at the New York horse 
show was the finest ever seen in this 
country. It ia said to be ono of tho best 
ever displayed in the world. The fa- 
mons old Matchless of Londesboro was 
the hackney that attracted most' inter- 
est. Matchless is now 10 years old. 
Like most stallions, his temper does not 
improve with age. Ho is still, however, 
the best known hackney sire in Amen 
ca. Some of his own colts are pushing 
him hard in this respect, though, one 
of them being Enthorpe Performer, who 
won the blue ribbon at Ihe New York 
horse show.

Beared at the root ol Sixty Millions of Dol- 


lars, and tlio Most Superb and Per. 


Ject \Votk of Art In the 


World-A UlackTomb. 


Eev. T. DeWitt Talmajre, in contin- 


uing his 'Round the World series of 
sermons through the press, gives the 
following for publication this week. 
Its subject, "Tomb and Temple" is 
based on the te^t: 


Prom India even unto Ethiopia.—Esther 1., 1. 
In all the Bible this is the only book 


In which, the word India occurs, but it 
stands for a realm of vast interest in 
the time of Esther as in our time. It 
yielded then, as now, spices, and silks, 
and cotton, and rice, and indigo, and 
ores of all richness, and precious stones 
of all sparkle, and had a civilization of 
its own as marked as Egyptian or 
Grecian or Roman civilization. 
It 


holds the costliest tomb ever built, and 
the most unique an"d wonderful idola- 
trous temple ever opened. For prac- 
tical lessons, in this, my sixth dis- 
course in " 'Round tha World" series, 
I show you that tomb and temple of 
India.

In a iourney around the-world it 


may not be easy to tell the exact point 
which divides tHe pilgrimage into 
halves. But there was one structure 
toward which we were all the time 
traveling, and, having seen that, we 
felt that if we saw nothing more onr 
expedition would be a success. That 
one object was the Taj Mahal of India. 
It is the crown of the whole earth. 
The spirits of architecture met to 
enthrone a king, and the spirit of 
the Parthenon of Athens was there; 
and the spirit of St. Sophia of Con- 
stantinople was there; and the spirit 
of St. Izaak of St. Petersburg was 
there; and the spirit of the Baptistery 
of Pisa was there; and the spirits of 
the Great Pyramid, and of 
Luxor 


Obelisk, arid of the Porcelain Tower of 
Nankin, and of St. Martc's of Venice; 
and the spirits of all the great towers, 
great cathedrals, great mausoleums, 
great sarcophagi, great capitols for the 
living, and of great necropolises for 
the dead, were there. And the presid- 
ing genlua of the throng witji gavel ol 
Parian marble smote the table of Rus- 
sian malachite, and called the throng 
of'spirits to order and called for a vote 
as to which spirit should wear the 
chief crown, and mount the chief 
throne, and waveithe chief scepter,and 
by unanimous acclaim "tho - cry was: 
"Long Irsk the^pirjt 'of the Taj, king 
of all the spirits' of architecturel Thine 
Is the Taj Mahal oMndia!" 


The building is about six miles from 


Agra, and as we roflp out in the early 
dawn we heard nothing but the hoofs 
and wheels that pulled and turned us 
along the road, at every yard of which 
•our expectation rosetintil we had some 
thought that we might be disappoint- 
ed at the first1 glimpse, as some say 
. they were disappointed. But how can 
any one be disappointed with the Taj is 
almost as great a*wonder to me as the 
Taj itself. There are some people al- 
ways disappointed, and who knows but 
that having entered Heaven they may 
criticise the architecture of the tem- 
pld, and the cutof the white robes, and 
say that the Kiver of life is not omite 
up to their expectations, and that the 
white horses on which the conquerors 
ride seem a little spring-halt or spav- 
ined? 


"My son said: "There it is." I said: 


"Where?" For" that which he saw to 
be the 'building seemed fto me to be 
more like the morning cloud blushing 
under the stare of the rising si^u. It 
seemed not so mttch.-built'up from 
earth as let down from heaven. For- 
tunately, you stqp at an elaborated 
gateway of «(^ sandstone one-eighth 
of a mile from the Taj, an entrance so 
high, so arched, so graceful, so four- 
domed,^ so painted^ and chiseled, and 
scrolled that you come very gradually 
jipon the Taj," -which structure is 
enough to intoxicate the eye, and 
stun the imagination,' and <eutrance 
the 
soiil. 
We go up the 
wind- 


ing stairs at 
this 
majestic en- 


trance of the gateway, and buy a few 
pictures and examine a few curios, and 
from it look off upon the Taj, and de- 
ecena to the pavfimen't of- the garden 


" that raptures evefytliiiig'qetween. the 


gateway and the ecstasy of marble and 
precious stones, , 5?pu iPasst, along a 
deep stream of i water in .which all 
manner of brilliant fins swirl and iloat. 
There are eighty;four fountains that 
spout and bend* and sh?ch themselves to 
fall in showers of pearl in basins of 
snowy whiteness. Beds of all imag- 
inable flora greet the nostrils before 
they do the aye, and seem to roll in 
waves of color aa you advance to- 
wards the vision you are soon to 
have 
of 
what 
human 
genius

flowers, lilacs, 
marigolds, 
tulips, 


nnd almost everywhere 
the 
lotus; 


thickets of bewildering' bloom; on 
either side trees f r*om Inany lands bend 
their arborescenos over your head, or

out their armsYto^ards you in wel- 
come. On and on you go amid tama- 
rind, ^nd cypresVflnifpppIar, and ole- 
ander, and yew,- ap"d;'sycamore, and 
banyan, and palm, and, t/ees of snch 
novel branch" and jeif jfthd^girth, you 
cease tb ask thsfijHame' Jor nativity. 
As you approach'tae door of tke Taj 
one experiences/a strange sensation of 
awe,"and tenderness, and humility, and 
"worship. The building is only a grave, 
but what a gravel Built f6r, a queen, 
who, according, to some,1- was very 
good, and according to, others was 
very bad. I choose to ihink she 
was very good. At any rate, it 


j 
makes me feel better to-think that 
ihi& commemorative pile was set up for 
the immortalization <Sf virtue rather 
than vice. The Taj is o mountain of 
white marble, bnVflever such -walls 
faced each other with exquisxteness; 
never such a tomb was cut from block 
of alabaster; never such a congrega- 
tion of previous stonesi brightened and 
gloomed, and blazed, nnd cifastencd, 
and glorified a building smcc sculptor's 
chisel cut its first curve, or painter's 
pencil traced its first figure, or nm- 
eon's plumb-line measured its first 
wall, or architect's compass swept its 
first circle,

The Taj has sixteen, great arched 


windows, four atedob. coftier. Also at 
each of the four corners of the Taj 
stands a minaret one hundred and 
thirty-seven feet high. Also at each 
Bide of this building is a splendid 
Snosqne of red sandstone. Two hun- 
dred and fifty years has,the Taj stood, 
and yet not a wall is cracked, nor a 
mosaic loosened, not: an; arch sagged, 
nor a panel dulled! The storms of 
two hundred and' fifty winters have 
not marred, nor the hbats of: two hun- 
dred and fifty summers disintegrated 
& marble.

.raceries, the arabesques, the span- 
drels, the entablatures are so won- 
Irous that you feel like dating the 
rest of your life from the day you first 
saw them. In letters of black marble 
,he whole of the Koran is spelled out 
n and on this august pile. The king 
sleeps in the tomb beside the queen, 
although he intended to build a pal- 
See us black as this was white on the 
opposite side of the river for himself 
0 sleep in. Indeed, the foundation 
of such a necropolis of blncfi: marble 
"s still there, aud from the white to 
ihe black temple of the dead a bridge 
was to cross; but the son dethroned 
lim and imprisoned him, and it is won- 
derful that the king had any place at 
all in which to bo buried. Instead of 
windows to let in the light upon the 
,wo tombs, there is 6. trellis work of 
marble, marble cut so delicately thin 
;hat the sun shines through it as easily 
is through glass. Look the world over 
and find so much trauslucency; cano- 
pies, traceries, lace work, embroideiies 
of stone. 


We had heard of the wonderful res- 


onance of this Taj, and so I tried it. 
1 suppose there are more sleeping 
echoes in that building waiting to be 
awakened by the human voice than in 
•vny building ever constructed. I ut- 
tered one word, and there seemed de- 
scending invisible choirs in full chant, 
and there was a reverberation that 
tept on long after one would have ex- 
pected it to cease. When a line of 
a hymn was sung there were replying, 
rolling, 
rising, falling, 
mterweav- 


ng sounds that seemed modulated by 
jcing-s seraphic. 
There were aerial 


sopranos and bassos, soft, high, deep, 
tremulous, emotional, commingling, 
[t was like an antipbonal of heaven. 
3ut there are four or five Taj Mahals. 
[t has one appearance at sunrise, an-, 
other 
at noon, another at sunset, 


and another by moonlight. 
Indeed,

light, and the leaden trowel of the 
storm build and rebuild the glory, so 
that it never seems twice alike.

I shall see 
nothing to equal" it till I see the great 
white throne, and on it Him from 
whose face the earth and heavens flee 
away. The Taj is the pride of India, and 
iSpecially of Mohammedanism. 
An 


English officer at the fortress told us 
;hat when during the general mutiny 
n IS*)? the Mohammedans proposed in- 
surrection at Agra, the English gov- 
ernment aimed the guns of the fort at 
Taj and said: "You make insurrec- 
tion, and that same day we will blow 
your Taj to atoms;" and that threat 
ended the disposition to mutiny at 
Agra. 


But I thought while looking at that 


palace for the dead, all this construct- 
ill to cover a handful of dust, but even 
that handful has probably gone from 
the mausoleum. How much better it 
would have been to expend sixty mil- 
lion dollars, which the Taj Mahal cost, 
for the living. What asylums it might 
build for the sick, what houses for the 
liomeless! What improvement our cen- 
tury has made upon other centuries in 
lifting in honor of the departed me- 
morial churches, memorial hospitals, 
memorial reading rooms, memorial 
observatories. By all-possible means 
let ns keep the memory of departed 
loved ones fresh in mind, and let there 
be an appropriate headstone or monu- 
ment in tho cemetery, but there is a 
dividing line between reasonable com- 
memoration and wicked extravagance. 
The Taj Mahal has its uses as archi- 
tectural achievement, eclipsing 
all 


other architecture, but as a memorial 
of 
a 
departed 
wife and 
mother 


it expresses no more than the plain- 
est slab in many a country grave- 
yard. The best monument we can 
any of us have built for us when we 
are gone is in the metqtry of those 
whose sorrows we have alleviated, in 
the wounds we have healed, in the 
kindnesses we have done, in the igno- 
rance we have enlightened, in the re- 
creant we have reclaimed, in the souls 
we have saved! Such a monument is 
built out of material more lasting than 
marble or bronze, and will stand amid 
the eternal splendors long after the 
Taj Mahal of India shall have g-one 
down in the ruins of a world of which 
it was the costliest adornment. But I 
promised to show you not only :L tomb 
of India, but a unique heathen temple, 
and it is a temple underground. 


With miner's candle we had seen 


something of the under side of Austra- 
lia, as at Gimple; and with guide's 
torch we had seen at different times 
something of the under side of Amer- 
ica, as in Mammoth cave; but we are 
now to enter one of the sacred cellars 
o£ India, commonly called the Ele- 
phanta caves. We had it all to our- 
selves, the steam yacht that was to 
take us about 
fifteen 
miles 
over 


the harbor of Bombay, and 
be- 


tween enchanted islands, 'and along 
shores whose curves and gulches 
and 
pictured 
rocks 
gradually 


prepared the mind for appreciation of 
tho most unique spectacle in India. 
The morning had been full of thunder, 
and lightning, and deluge, but the at- 
mospheric agitations had ceased, and 
the cloudy ruins of ,the storm wore 
piled up in the heavens, huge enough 
and darkly purple enough to make the 
skies ns grandly picturesque as the 
earthly scenery amid which wo moved. 
After an hour's cutting through tho 
water we come to the long pier reach 
ing 
from 
tho 
island , called Ele- 


phanta. 
It 
is an island 
small 


of 
girth, but 
elx 'hundred 
feet 


high. It declines into the marshes of 
mangrove. 
But the whole island is 


one tangle of foliage and verdure, con- 
volvulus creeping the ground, mosses 
climbing tho rocks, vines sleeving tho 
long arms of the trees, red flowsrs 
here aud there in the woods, like in- 
cendiary's torch trying to set tho 
groves on fire, cactus aud acacia vic- 
ing as to which can most charm the 
beholder; tropical bird meeting parti- 
colored butterfly in jungles planted in 
the same summer the world was born. 
We stepped out of the b6at amid 
enough 
natives 
to afford all the 


help we needed 
for 
landing and 


guidance. You can he carried by coo- 
lies in an easy chair, or you can walk, 
if you are blessed with two stout limbs, 
which the psalmist evidently lacked 
or he would not have so .depreciatec 
them, when he said: "The Lord tak- 
eth no pleasure in the legs of a man.' 
We passed up some stone steps, 
between the walls we saw awaiting us 
a cobru, r$e at thosu snakes which 


rieet the traveler ofttimes in India. 
l'« o of the guides left the oobra dead 
jy the wayside. They must have been, 
ilohamniedans, for Hindoos never kill 
•hat sacred leptile. 


And now we come near the famous 
emplc hewn from one rock of poi phy- 
y at least eight hundred years a;jo. 
}ii either side of the chief temple is a 
hapel, these cut out of the same stone. 
Ho vast was the undertaking, and to 
he Hindoo was so gieat the human 
mpossibility that they s,ay the gods 
cooped out the structure from the 
ock, and carved the pillars, and hewed 
ts shape into gigantic idols, and d,;di- 
ated 
it 
to all the 
grandeurs. 


Vtf 
climb 
many 
stone steps be- 


ore we get to the gateways. The en-_ 
ranee to this temple has sculptured 
ioorkeepers leaning on sculptured 
levils. How strange! But 1 have seen 
Ioorkeepers of 
churches and audi- 


oriunis who seemed to be leaning on 
he demons of bad ventilation and as- 
ihyxia. 
Doorkeepers ought to be 


eaning on the angel of health, and 
lomfort, and life. All the sextons and 
anitors of the earth who have spoiled 
erinons and lectures, and poisoned the 
ungs of audiences 
by inefficiency 


iught to visit this cave of Elaphanta 
and beware of what these doorkeepers 
are doing, when instead of leaning on 
,he angelic they lean ou the demoniac. 


In these Elephanta caves everything 


s on a Samsonian and Titaniau scale. 
With chisels that were dropped from 
nerveless hands at least eight centu- 
ries ago, the forma of the srods Brahma, 
and Vishnu, and Siva were cut into 
.he everlasting rock. Siva is here rep- 
resented by a figure sixteen feet nine 
nches high, one-half man and one- 
lalf woman. 
Run a line from the 


center 
of the 
forehead straight 


;0 the floor of the rock, and you 
livide this idol into masculine and 
'eminine. Admired as the idol is by 
many, it was to me about the worst 
<hing that was ever cut into porphyry, 
terhaps because there is hardly any- 
-hing on earth so objectionable as a 
jeing half man and half woman. Do 
)e one or the other, my heaier. Man 
s admirable, and woman is admirable, 
)ut either in flesh or trap rock a com- 
promise of the two is hideous. Save 
us from effeminate men and masculine 


•omen. 
That evening of our return to Bom- 


lay I visited the Young Men's Clu-is- 
iiau association with the same ap- 
)0intments that yon find in the Young 
Jen's Christian association of Europe 
and America, and the night after that 
I addressed a throng of native children 
who are in the schools of the Christian 
missions. Christian universities gather 
under their wing of benediction a ho^t 
of the young men of this country. 
Bombay and Calcutta, the two great 
commercial cities of India, feel the 
elevating 
power of an 
aggressive 


Christianity. 
Episcopalian 
liturgy 


and Presbyterian Westminster cate- 
chism, and Methodist anxious seat, 
and Baptist waters of consecration 
now stand where once basest idola- 
tries had undisputed 
sway.

India,

the 
Bible 
into 
forty 


different dialects, and leaving his 
tvorn-out body amid the natives whom 
lie had come to save, and going up into 
;he heavens from which he can better 
watch all the field—that work will be 
completed in the salvation of the 
millions of. India; and beside him, gaz- 
.ng from the same high places, stand 
Bishop Heber, and Alexander Duff, 
and John Scuddor, and Mackay, who 
fell at Delhi, and Moncrieff.who fell at 
Cawnpore, and Polehampton, who fell 
at Lucknow, and Freeman, -who fell at 
Futtyghur, and all the heroes and he- 
roines who, for Christ's sake, lived and 
died for .the christianization of India; 
and their Heaven will not be complete 
until the Ganges that washes the Ghats 
of heathen temples shall roll between 
churches of the living God, 
and 


the trampled womanhood of Hindoo- 
Ism shall have all the rights purr 
chased by him who amid the cuts and 
stabs of his own assassination cried 
out: "Behold thy mother!" and from 
Bengal bay to Arabian ocean, and from 
the Himalayas to the coast of Coro- 
mandel there belifted hosannas to Him 
who -died to redeem all nations. In 
that daj' Elephanta cave will be one of 
the places where 
idols 
are "cast 


to the moles 
and bats." If any 


clergyman asks me, as an unbe- 
lieving minister 
of religion 
once 


asked 
the 
duke 
of 
Wellington, 


"Do you not think that the work of 
converting the Plindoos is all a prac- 
tical farce?" I answer him as Welling- 
ton answered the unbelieving minis- 
ter: 
"Look to your marching orders, 


sir!" Or if any one having joined in 
the gospel attack feels like retreating, 
I say to him, as Gen. Havelock said to 
a retreating regiment: "The enemy 
are in front, not in the rear," and 
leading them again, into the fight, 
though two horses had been shot un- 
der him. 


Indeed, the taking of this world for 


Christ will be no holiday celebration, 
but as tremenddus as when in India 
during the mutiny of ]857, a fortress 
manned by Sepoys was to be captured 
by Sir Colin Campbell and ,the army 
of Britain. The Sepoys hurled un- 
der the approaching colums burn- 
ing missiles and grenades, and fired 
on them shot and shell, and poured on.

A Noted Doctor'*. Ti'inpoiantc Pledge and 


the Double lite^lug It ItrotiKlit. 


Norman Kerr, M. 1)., F L. S , the-con- 


sulting physician to the Daliymple 
louse for the Treatment of luebi icty 
and president of Society for tin- Study 
of Inebriety, writes inteicstmijly in 
he Westcin Temperance Huiahl, the 
iccouiit of how he came to sign the 
pledge. 


Nearly twenty years ago I had a pa- 


tent in London, a man of about fifty 
'ears of age, who regularly every 
nonth had an outbreak of intoxica- 
ion. He used to lie be an abstainer 
'or the three weeks following the out- 
ireak. On one of these periodical out- 
>ursts of drunkeness he, as usual, sent 
'or me between two and three o'clock 
u the morning. It was a wild night, 
vith rain and wind, and 1 was very 
veary, owing to an extra pressure of 
vork. lam afriid I was shoitcr-tem- 
jerecl than usual at being disturbed at 
so uncongenial an hour, and I remem- 
ber saying to him: 


"What a fool you must be to be kill- 


ng yourself and making- your wife 
miserable b> your drinking, aud bene- 
fiting nobody but your doctor and 
.'our wine merchant. Why don't you 
,ake the teetotal pledge and stick to 
t?" 


Drunk as he was, he clearly appre- 


ciated the foice of what f said to him, 
'or, later in the day, he remarked: 


"Doctor, yon asked me early this- 


norning why I did not take the pledge. 
I will take it if you will ' 


What could I say or do? I dared not 


stand in the way of this reckless iu- 
ebiiate's cure; so, though I had no de- 


to become an abstainer, we both 


subscribed our names to a pledge 
of abstinence 
which 
I 
drew up 


-here and then. 
He has kept it 


:aithfully ever 
since, and 
during 


all these abstaining j ears he has had 
occasion to consul t rnc professionally 
only twice instead of, AS m his drinls:- 
njf days, several time.s at the begui- 
ling of every month, 
Ktill further, 


.his enthusiastic recruit became an ar- 
leut apostle of abstinence, and has 
>een the means of rescuing a large 
number of apparently hopeless cases 
of intemperance. 


This is how I became an abstainer; 


-his is the chain of circumstances by 
which, practically agaiust my desire, 
I was, as it were, entrapped into be- 
coming an abstainer.

'Tis well, and very well, if it 
Drove the means of the abandonment 
)f an ignoble, useless, and shameful 
life by thb weak brothei or sister for 
whose sake one may have taken the 
pledge. But, whatever the effect on 
;he erring, to him who has so pledged 
.limself lor the comfort of a fellow- 
sinner, , the 
practice of abstinence 


jrings a wealth of blessings. In the 
irain of abstinence follow health, 
vigor, elasticity of spirit, increased 
:apacity to enjoy the good things of 
.ife, peace and happiness unspeakable. 


Why did I take the pledge0 To en- 


courage a faint heart that, but for my 
so doing, would not have had pluck- 
enough to take the cold-water plunge, 
or firmness enough to remain constant 
to his vow. This in itself is no mean 
office. To cheer one timid spirit, to 
help a single helpless one, to give con- 
fidence to a fearing soul, is a privilege 
of the highest and sweetest order How 
much more giatifying1 aud noble to be 
of real use in the emancipation of a hu- 
man being "framed in a heavenly 
mol;l,"fiom an unwholesome posses- 
sion which has gone far toward effacing- 
the divine in man. How praiseworthy 
and acceptable to be honored in bein^ 
the means whereby an unhappy and 
despairing captive is delivered from 
the most galling aud degrading bond- 
age to which human kind is subject. 


If taking the teetotal pledge, o step 


which can injure no one, is so richly 
rewarded by the reformation of one 
inebrite, how intense and how pleasur- 
able must be the delight at the rescue 
of a number of. woe-bcgone, pitiful 
drunkards! Yet this hus often fol- 
lowed the pledge-taking of a quiet, 
unostentatious, earnest man or woman. 


Though endowed with no worldly 


goods, dependent for sheer living on a 
precarious daily'wage, and apparently 
possessed of no influence, I have known 
not a few unskilled, as well as skilled, 
workmen who could count their ab- 
staining converts by the hundreds. 


The more commanding anyone's so- 


cial position is, the more eminent his 
place in the ranks of literature, science, 
politics or religion, the wider is the iu 
flucnce and the graver is his responsi- 
bility. To all persons who have influ- 
ence—and there is not one among us 
-who has1 not some—1 would earnestly 
appeal to take the pledge ns a perfect- 
ly safe example for even the most de- 
spairing drunkard to follow, and as a 
means of usefulness which can scarcely 
be overestimated. •

In his manner General 
Miles in incLuod to bo abrupt, aud the 
(itraugur might even think him ginft, 
but with his abruptne=s thero is a de- 
gree of frankness and directness which 
tend to make linn ono of thu most satis- 
factory men to interview it has over 
been my luck to meet. 


Eov. Dr. JcihnHall, pastor of the Fifth 


Avenue Presbyterian church of .New 
York, l>iiov. s how to dedinu an inter- 
view without bung discourteous nsuoll 
as any lu.in 1 oversaw. I hy\o called to 
interview him four or five times. Tho 
rhbt time ho listened to my inqunios 
with gnue comtesy, and then slowly 
shook his head. 


"Jly friend," ho said, "yon will have 


to excuse mo fiom autwenug those 
queues of ycurs. In tho first place, I 
know nothing about tho matters they 
involve, and, in tho second place, I am 
not sure that if I did I would viish to 
make my views npon them public, but 
I am always icady to talk to tho press 
whenever I have anything really worth 
saying, and I should be glad to see yuu 
at auy time." It was perhaps a fort- 
night later when I again called. This 
time the subject upon which I wished 
to interview him was not uncongenial. 
Wo had a long and delightful informal 
couveisation about it, aud there wore no 
restrictions as to tho doctor's words be- 
ing printed. 


Thoroughly cordial iu his manner to- 


ward newspaper men is tho Hon. De- 
witt 0. Cregicr, ei mayor of Chicago 
and now superintendent of Undo Sam's 
Indian warehouse in that city. 


Mr. Crt'gitr, though advanced in 


years, has, all tho sprightliueps of a man 
of 25 or 30, aud ho answers questions 
with a directness aud quickness quite- 
unusual. His life has been an eventful 
one. Ho was born in New York so long 
ago that tho city had not more than 
250,000 inhabitants, if as many as that. 
He left the town when it had 800,000, 
and for soino two or three years after- 
ward passed his time in the interior of 
tho Empire Stato. He built the first two 
steamboats that ever plied tho waters of 
Oueida lake, and after they had been 
safely launched transferred his activi- 
ties to Chicago, where ho constructed 
the first waterworks of tho city. He 
likes'to talk about this, and I don't 
blame him, for tho stories of his strug- 
;les and successes are highly interest- 
ing. 


Governor McKinley of Ohio is a pleas- 


ant man to interview, whether he de- 
cides to toll you anything or not. Since 
lie has been made governor ho has stud- 
ied—more closely than ever before, I 
am told—bow to road men, and who- 
ever calls upon him, whether an inter- 
viewer, an office seeker, a politician or 
what not, is sure to be impressed by tho 
strong, steady gaze of the gubernatorial 
eye straightinto his own. For a moment 
or two the governor will converse upon 
tho weather perhaps, eying his caller 
all the time. As soon, however, as he 
lias made up his mind as to thu charac- 
ter of tho visitor Major McKiuley goes 
straight at the, business in hand. 


Samuel Gompors, for many years presi- 


dent of the American Federation of 
Labor and now ox-president, though 
with excellent prospects of again becom- 
ing an incumbent of the office, never 
turns away a reporter discourteously, no 
matter how busy ho may be. Ho likes 
to consider his answers well, however, 
and sometimes requests the interviewer 
to call later. When he is ready to bo 
pumped, Mr. Goinpers' faco takes on a 
thoughtful look, and he speaks with 
[roat deliberation. 


John Burns, M. P., London county 


councilman and British labor leader, 
who lately left these shores for his na- 
tive England, after inspecting and criti- 
cising America for several weeks, was 
subject to an enormous number of inter- 
views here. I called upon him at his ho- 
tel in New York, aud wo talked for 
about two hours. At first he seemed re- 
luctant to consent to be interviewed, 
Baying that ho had not always been cor- 
rectly reported, but finally yielded grace- 
fully. During the entire conversation ho 
never forgot for a single moment that 
big words were likely to be read by 
thousands of persons, and frequently ho 
stopped the course o! tho interview to 
ask that a sentence or two which ho had 
formulated

care 


should be read over to him, I do not be- 
lieve that I have ever interviewed a man 
who was so thoroughly self conscious 
from start to finish fls Mr. Burns, but 
his interview was excellent reading.

The Quaint Cottage lu I'ppt-r New XorU 


Wliera Too Wrote Many of Ills Ifest I'o- 
etns and lalf* Still Stands and la Tisitod 
by Him(lr«'cl& Dally. 


Hustling, bustling New York does not 


allow Fcntmmit to stand m t!io way of 
Us march of progress, but thus far one 
of the mo-it interesting hter.ny laud- 
maiks iu thocity, Poe'scottngu atFord- 
ham, has eii'iped the hand of tho cou- \ 
tractor ami builder. With Poo "the 
fever called 'living,' " as ho termed life, 
has been conquered for 45 years, but the 
httlo cotwgo he occupied during his 
racist acthe time of literary productions 
Btill stands, looiang mui h as it did when, 
protected by its hurab'e walls, he penned 
many of the poems and tales that have 
given Jinn such great posthumous fame. 


Tlio repu'se'itative citians of Ford- 


ham now propose to erect a statue of tho 
poet or a inonuiupnt to his memory. 
Tho idea ongmutcd in tho brain of Mr. 
Charles F. Smith, and tho Fordham club 
is raising the money to curry it into 
execution. When completed, the monu- 
ment or tho st.itaev.ill bo erected iu 
Bronx p.uk or upon tho grounds whero 
Poo's cott.igo stands 


Poowfls alifady famous as the author 


of "Tho Ka\eu" and several prose tales 
of a high order ot merit before he made 
the littlo cottage in Fordham his homo 
iu 184C. The countiy about it was then

fcomevdiat wild and unsettled, and it was 
in reality a farmhonco of a primitive 
chsracter. Tho northward march of 
New York during tho past half century 
has caused Fordham to bo included 
within tha city limits of New York and 
lias given tho tiny cottage many nuigh- 
bors. The cottage is of wood and looka 
not unliko ono of the Shatitytown houses 
built by tho numerous squatters on the 
looks in upper New York. 


Its roof is covered with shingles, and 


tha walls were once painted white, but 
the rains mid storms of passing ycais 
have worn the paint away. Along the 
front runs a imirow porch, iu front of 
which is a stuidy cherry tree that Foe 
planted m 1847 and which still bears a 
good crop of iruit. Oil the lower floor 
Liro two large rooms and a kitchen. The 
front room vas the bedroom of tho poet's 
iliilrt wife, Virginia Clem Poe, and here 
her gentle spirit took leave of earth. She 
died of consumption iu 1847, and it is 
related that the family was so poor that 
there was not sufficient bedclothing 
upon the bed to keep her warm, and that 
tho poet's overcoat covered her and a 
pot cat nestled in her bosom. 


The otheiv large room on the ground 


floor was the dining and Bitting room 
Where Poe received his visitors. At one 
end of tho room is a huge stoiio chimney, 
and thero is a narrow hall from which 
steep stairs lead to a low attic which 
the poet utilized as his study. There 
are tiuy-panod windows, aud tho slop- 
ing sides of tho roof are so near the floor 
that one can barely stand erect in the 
rnnro Vot lie r" PnQ ic sn:d tp have writ- 


ten nis marvelous ruusical poem, "The 
Bells,'' the pathetic "Annabel Leo'' and 
hifa l.t^r not iblo poem, the weird "tlla- 
Imup " There is some dispute as to 
Where "The Kavui" was \\ ritten, but tho 
poet doubtless composed it at different 
time, and in various places, and not in 
thequ.imt attic of tho Fordham cottage. 


The cottage is at present owned by 


Austin E. Ford and it, in such ail ex- 
cellent stato of preservation that it will 
stand many years if spared by firo and 
tho real estate speculator. It is open to 
sightseers, aud hundreds of tourists visit 
it every day. There is a visitors' book, 
and the registration shows that people 
from all over the world are drawn to the 
spot. 


Not far from the cottage is St. John's 


college, which Poo often visited, and 
thero are several residents of Fordhani 
who know tho poet well. They described 
him as a quiet, courteous man who was 
a gentleman even when pursuing his 
unsteady way along tho Kmgsbridge 
road as the result of his iiitemperanca 
The rent of tho cottage was only $03 a 
yeai, hut it was largely unpaid when ho 
left, owing to his impoverished condi- 
tion, aud ho was also mourned by his 
butcher, grocer and mi Ikniun. Literature 
was an nnremmicratiTO field in New 
York in Poe's day, and it is said that 
part of tho time while Poo occupied the 
Fordh.im cottage his salary on Tho 
Evening Jlnror was only $10 a week. 


Poe is buned ill tho old giaveyard of 


the Westminster Piesbyteriau ehmch, 
Baltimore. There were hut two vehicles 
at the funeral, a hearse and a carriage, 
and only four persons followed the dead 
poet to his grave, which was unmarked 
until 1875, when the schoolteachers of 
Baltimore erected a simple marble me- 
morial costing $1,000.

CONQUEST OF ARID AMERICA. 


To lie Reclaimed by Irrigation—Splendid 


Ilcgfnnlnstf Made. 


Tho third irrigation congress again 


draws national attention to a subject of 
commanding interest The vast region 
to which the name arid America is 
properly applied comprises the whole 
of the United States lying west of the 
ninety-eighth meridian, with tho excep- 
tion of northern California and the p^r- 
tions of Oregon aad Washington west of 
the Cascade range. Seventeen states and 
territories lie wholly or in part within 
its confines, which embrace two-fifths of 
the national domain. The distinguish- 
ing characteristic of this region is its 
aridity, but it also differs widely from 
the eastern states and the middle west 
iu soil, in climate and in the range of 
productions, writes a New York Sun 
correspondent who has investigated 
some of the largest irrigating enterprises 
of the arid region. He says: 


Here nature has been most prodigal 


It is a laud of towering mountain ranges 
and of smooth plains whose extent seems 
limitless. Its climate is unique. The 
world's sanitarium is here. In this land 
of snushine and dry, pare air the health 
seeker may find the coveted boon. Here 
are tho nation's treasure vanlts, for tbo 
granite mountains are seamed with 
veins of gold and silver. The soil of its 
plains and valleys is of marvelous depth 
aud richness, needing hut the touch of 
water to clothe itself with verdure and 
blossom into fruitfnmess. 
And here, 


many believe, are millions of families to 
find hoinos and a degree of prosperity 
and industrial independence heretofore 
unknown among theagrionltnral classes. 


Irrigation is to be the great factor in 


the founding of this new empire. Stor- 
age reservoirs must be built to husband 
every drop of tho precious water, and 
canals must bo dug to convey it to the 
thirsting earth. What individuals and 
corporations have been doing iu favored 
localities in various parts of the arid 
region must be done on a vast scale. 
Many are advocating tho cession by tha 
government to the several states of the 
public lauds within their respective 
borders that oaoh may undertake for it- 
self tho work of reclamation. Others see 
grave objections to such a plan. 


To tho majority of people irrigation 


is a now idea, but it is as old as civili- 
zation. Long before tho conquest of 
America the Indian and the Mexican 
had built canals and reservoirs upon 
the arid plains of what are now New 
Mexico and Arizona. 
Por the begin- 


ning of irrigation in tho United States 
by the white man we have to go back 
but 25 years. During this period a vast 
deal has been accomplished, though 
bearing but an. insignificant ratio to the 
whole gigantic task. According to the 
census of 1800, a total of 8,030,000 acres 
was nnder irrigation in the states com- 
posing tho arid region. This was less 
than one-half of 1 per cent of tho total 
area of tho arid region, but the value of 
these irrigated lauds, with their water 
rights, was found to be $280,850,000, 
or almost three-fourths of the value of 
all the gold and silver mines in the 
United States, with tho railroads and 
other improvements. 
Tho aggregate 


length of tho greater canals—those over 
15 feet wide—was found to be 9,000 
miles, aud their cost was over $37,000,- 
'000. In CaliforniaaloneabontilS.OOO,- 
000 has been spent on irrigation works 
aud iu Colorado $18,000,000. Numer- 
ous irrigation projects have cost from 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000 each, aud 
withiu tho next two or three years the 
money invested in the construction of 
irrigation works will' probably reach 
the enormous sum of §50,000,000. From 
these figures some idea may ho gained 
of what will bo involved in tho reclama- 
tion of any considerable portion of arid 
America. 


But if the cost of irrigation works is 


great their value immediately 
they 


come into productive use is immensely 
greater, while the increase iu the value 
of lands they water is altogether pro- 
digious. According to the eleventh oen- 
sns, tho first cost of the irrigation sys- 
tems in uso in 1889 was $29,G11.,000, 
and their valao to 1890 was $94,412,- 
000, nn increase of 218 per cent—iu 
other words, the value of the productive 
irrigation works had more than trebled. 
The first cost, of tha irrigated areas, 
with their water rights, was found to 
be $77,490,000, while their value was 
$298,850,000, an. increase iu a few years 
of 283 per cent. These amazing figures 
need no comment. 


Selecting Seed Wheat. 


A northwestern miller in The Farm- 


ers' Review tells that the first essential 
in a good milling wheat is strength, 
indicated by color, plumpness, hardness 
and weight. 
Such a, wheat, free from 


smut, impure weeds and the effects of 
frost, is what should constitute the aim 
of the Manitoba and northwest wheat- 
grower. As to varieties, he says: 


I know of none surer or better for 


Manitoba and the west than Hod Pyfe 
as a milling wheat, though it may not 
yield as high as some other. Every pos- 
sible precaution should be taken in or- 
der to hasten maturing and ripening he- 
fore frost, and, by the way, I approve a 
more thorough and systematic use of 
smudges as a protection against frost, 
White Fyfe is a first class wheat, but 
needs a sharp soil. Consider it one 
grade below Bed Fyfe, with which His 
mixed for milling. Bad Fern is a good 
hard wheat, being probably the nearest 
approach to Bed Fyfe of any wo have. 
It is the same as what some call Eureka 
and ranks next to Bed Fyfe in freedom 
from rust. Golden Drop is a soft wheat 
and liable to smut. White Bnssiau is a 
good yielder, but soft, aud sells from 3 
to 8 oents below Bed Fyfe. 
Speaking 


from a milling standpoint, I can say 
nothing of Ladoga. We have not been 
able to get enongh for a single day's 
run in order to test its milling capacities. 


Potatoes In Oklahoma.

TILE DRAINAGE. 


Number of Tiles to the Aura—How to T.4iy 


Them. 


Of frequent occurrence aro the queries; 


What is the cost of tile drainage and 
necessary frequency of tiles to secure 
perfect drainage? What depth? 


Professor T. P. Roberts answered 


these questions not long ago in a letter 
to Rural New Yorker as follows: 


In heavy clay land tile drains should 


be laid three foot deep and 40 feet apart 
One thousand tiles will suffice for an 
acre. Two inch tiles will carry the Wa- 
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SD FIELD. 
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ter of 2,000 or 6,000 linear feet of drain. 
When 5,000 feet are i cached, a 3 inch 
tile should bo used and will carry water 
up to 15,000 feet. Pipe tiles and no 
other should be *nsed. At the Now 
York etatioa at Geneva last year they 
cost per 1,000 as follows: Two inch, 
|10; Zys inch, $15; 3 inch, $20; 4 inch 
$35; 6 inch, $60. The cost of draining 
and filling the ditohes varies from 30 to 
60 cents per rod. 


A few rules should be carefully ob- 


served in underdraming land. The work 
should ba well done. Tarred building 
paper iu strips 2 inches wido should en- 
circle tho joints for three-fourths of 
their upper circumferences. Avoid by 
every device, maina and submains—that 
is, do not join the drains, but make each 
one run parallel, or nearly so, to the 
others, even if the drains have to make 
wido circles or deep digging has to be 
resorted to in order to get through high 
knolls. 


Pig. 1 shows the parallel system, 


while Fig. 3 shows a main drain, which 
in no sense is a drain, but a conduit for 
carrying bff water. It will bo seen that

the laud would be perfectly drained 
without it, and hence it is a dead loss 
if it can bo avoided. Then, too, this 
mam drain will cost twice as mnoh per 
rod as tho laterals while being entirely 
useless if it can bo avoided. 


Allotment of Arid Land*. 


Prairio Fanner says: The allotment 


of arid lands, to states'is really one of 
tho most important measures passed by 
this congress, so far as Kansas, Nebraska 
and Colorado are concerned. This is 
considered in these states as* the first 
step toward the practical solution of tho 
irrigation question. It is estimated that 
it will cost about $10 an acre to intro- 
duce a successful system of irrigation, 
and it is believed that there is enough 
confidence in tho undertaking to induce 
investors to take hold of tho work. 


A Simple Remedy For 


The simplest remedy for gophers is 


strychnine. American Agricnltnrist says 
that the best and safest way to apply it 
is to take some raisins, of which go- 
phers are very fond, split them and put a 
few crystals of tho poison iu the middle, 
then close up the raisin, and it is ready 
for use. Carry a few of these in your 
pocket, and when you corao to a gopher's 
hole dig into his rnriway, place one or 
two raisins thero, and yon will not be 
troubled any more by that iudividnal 
post.

01 the 
five presidents of France since the com- 
mune, four have resigned while in of- 
fice, while Carnot met death at the 
hand of an assassin. Tho prospect of 
President Faure serving out his term is 
not encouraging. 


A IIM,L has been introduced in the 


Indiana legislature denning the duties 
of the board of county commissioners 
in making bridge contracts. The bill 
requires that the commissioners must 
have 
an estimate, describing 
the 


work to be done. If it amounts to 
more than $500, plans and specifications 
must be prepared, and advertisements 
for proposals must be made. The bids 
shall be received for the work not less 
than three days" after the last publica- 
tion. The lowest and best bid is to be 
accepted, if it is not more than the 
estimate previously furnished to the 
commissioners. All proposals must be 
publicly read. 
A bond is required 


from each contractor. 


THE bill Senator Branor has intro- 


duced in the Indiana legislature to 
provide salaries for justices of 
the 


peace, with the provision that all fees 
shall be paid into the county treasury, 
is in interest of common justice and 
especially in the interest of those per- 
sons accused of misdemeanors whose 
guilt is doubtful. Under the present 


law, the remuneration of a justice of 
the peace who tries an alleged offender 
for an infraction of the laws, depends 
on a conviction. If the accused is 
found guilty the justice gets his pay 
out of the costs the defendent pays. 
If there is no conviction there is no 
fee and the temptation to get a fee 
offers a premium for convictions, even 
where there may be a reasonable doubt 
of the guilt'of the accused. With the 
recompense of the j'ustice secured in- 
dependent of the case in hand, the 
prisoner at the bar would be assured of 
a fair trial, and the court would be re- 
lieved of tha struggle between his con- 
science and bis cupidity. 


An Expert on Silver. 
"~ 


Dr. Edward Suess is professor of geol- 


ogy in tho University of Vienna. He is 
best known to Americans in connection 
with his investigations of the gold and 
silver question. He has lately written a 
book called "Tho Futnre of Silver." 
The senate finance committee ordered 
the work to be translated, and it is now 
issued in full among tha United States 
government publications. For this the 
country must thank the senate finance 
committee. A German scientist never 
hurries anything, but takes time to find 
out all there is to bo known about it. 
Coiiseqnently "Tbo Futnro of Silver" 
will be ono of the most useful books 
that could bo printed jast now in Amer- 
ica. 
It is to bo had free by applying to 


tbo government printing office. 


Briefly, Dr. Sncss finds that the pos- 


sible goldfiold discoveries aro now lim- 
ited to a very small section of the globe. 
There may yet be found rich mines 
in tho interior of Africa, but that is 
practically tho only part of the earth 
that has not already been ransacked. 
Deep underground gold mining is so 
difficult and costly tbat it gives no prom- 
ise of ever beiug successfully prosecut- 
ed, and tho mines near the surface, the 
only ones that pay, are rapidly becom- 
ing exhausted. The center of gold pro- 
duction in Russia has steadily been 
pushed farther and farther east till it 
has nearly reached tho sea. The gold 
product of. California is less than a 
third of what it once was, while that of 
Victoria, Australia, has fallen to a fifth 
of iti former yield. On tho other hand, 
populatiou is increasing rapidly, and tho 
demand for goFd in the industrial arts 
is increasing in proportion. 


The only relief is, therefore, ill the 


estimation of Professor fionss, to turn to 
silver. 
Tho professor declares in so 


many words that it will be impossible 
for gold to supply tho ftitnre currency 
of tbo world. To Ins mind it is no lon- 
ger a question whether gold shall fur- 
nish tho uutallio cnmncy of civiliza- 
tion. It is not c\cu iu|ii' stion of-whether 
we hhallba-ip bimetallism. Jf the world 
is to continue to Jmva a metallic cur- 
rency at all, tbat metal must bo silver, 
and silver must shortly become "tho 
standard metal of tbo earth." Ho re- 
gnids tins usit.uitablo audoulya ques- 
tion of ;i little time.

HE SCOKES SOCIETY. 


SAV8 IT IS A CLOG TO PROGRESS AND 


A FETTER TO IDEAS. 


Ju&lus Heurl Browne on Social Functions 


of tlio Day—How and Where Women 
Appear at Their Best and Men at Their 
Worst. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW i'oRK, Jan. SI.—Society, with a 


big or a little 3, In a social, philosophic or 
political sense, always nieaug the two 
EGSOS. There never has been aud there 
nover can be society without women, par- 
ticularly as tho terra Is employed here, 
where woman are its essential feature, mon 
being in a way incidental. Women are tho 
keepers of the gates of society. They de- 
termine those of tho other afix who shall 
enter and those who shall bo excluded. 
They are ever socially omnipotent and 
should be. It is their evident and inalien- 
able privilege. No man would think of 
disputing it. 


It may bo doubted indeed if men in gen- 


eral relish society as women imagine they 
do They enjoy it so much themselves that 
they can hardly bo made to believe that 
their fathers, husbands, brothers, can be 
Indifferent to it, much less bo displeased 
with it ''Do men like society?" must bo, 
from their point of view, a redundant, 
even an absurd, question. "How can they 
(ail to like it," is tho woman's answer, 
"when It is so delightful?" To her, yes; 
to them, no. She cannot be induced to 
think that sho does not seo with tho uni- 
versal eye. Aud the incapacity to change 
her 
instinctive, spontaneous 
thought 


causes her many disappointments, entan- 
gles her in innumerable troubles. 


What Men Often Like. 


She holds that to concede that civilized 


man at large does not like society, of 
which bile forms tho principal, tho more 
conspicuous part, Is equivalent to conced- 
ing that lie does not like her, which is, in 
her view, monstrously unnatural, abso- 
lutely inconceivable. But does this fol 
low? Is she not confounding thingsF Has 
sho not taken for granted what was never 
implied? A man may like women and 
disliko society, as a great many men do. 
Liking women Is very vague, has little 
significance. Individual men, men of 
taste, culture, sensibility, seldom liko 
women in tho mass, as a sex, any more 
than women having any claim to enlight- 
enment like men in tho mass, as a sex. 
Such men must find in a woman some- 
thing to like before they like her. They 
aro not drawn to her gcnerically, flg bar- 
barians might be, and it would be any- 
thing but flattering to her if they wore. 


Men, it must bo allowed, go in great 


numbers into society. Is not this ample 
proof of their fondness for it? Not in it- 
self. They go not because they enjoy it, 
but because their wives, sisters, daughters, 
urge them to, and because those cannot 
well go unattended. How continually they 
confess that^t isa dreadful bore, and how 
glad they aru to leave it, as tho expression 
of their faces shows at that pleasant mo* 
inent! If women were not so wedded to 
society, nearly all functions would cease. 
Social entertainments, so called,would be- 
come obsolete from tho fact that men 
would absent themselves, and women 
would not bo quite satisfied with their 
own exclusive company. 


Social Hollowness. 


An exception might bo made of very 


young men, from IS to 25, who, not being 
husbands, overflow with gallantry and 
miscellaneous fondness for tho sex. They 
are, in consequence, eager in most cases to 
frequent assemblies whore nimble maidens 
disport themselves in tho gayest gowns 
and the most witching smiles. There aro 
many exceptions, however, even among 
these. Balls, usually so alluring, pall early 
on the most sentimental and susceptible 
youth. Ere they are fairly out of their 
teens they tiro of daucing'and relinquish 
it from satiety. Wo all know how defi- 
cient is tbe supply of dancingmenin Kow 
York and tbe larger cities, and how al- 
most impossible it is to meet the demand, 
whatever the premiums offered. If a more 
boy wearies of social hollowness and friv- 
olity; if frosh, pretty, winning damsels, 
whom he can scarcely refrain from idealiz- 
ing, cannot tempt him to tarry among 
them for a few hours, how can a mature 
man of tho world, of jaded passions, sat- 
urated with experience, bo expected to 
earo for tho deadly dull comedies, re- 
hearsed, season after season, until they are 
repellent! 


Tho opinion that most men have no 


mental uppetito for society may he safely 
trusted. Thoy are gorged with it, to be 
frank, and would reject it openly wero it 
not for feminine influences and feminine 
blandishments. They do pot tell their 
hostesses so, of course. An unwritten 
though universally recognized law of so- 
ciety is that no one within its portals shall 
say what ho thinks or admit that any 
thing that appertains to it is not pleasant. 
Society people are perfectly conscious that 
they aro shams, and that society is the 
biggest sham of all. Nobody is deceived, 
but everybody -wishes to protend that he 
is, and so the game is kept up and has per- 
haps its satirical gratifications. 


Swamped With Conventionality. 


It is not assumed that there are not 


amiable, clover, interesting women In so- 
ciety. There are invariably. Every circle 
contains them. If It wera not so, society 
would porish of inanition. But plenty 
as they may bo, no man has, ag a rule, any 
chance to enjoy their speech or their com- 
pany. Evening assemblies are apt to bo 
without repose or conversation, without 
mellowness or piquancy. Everything is 
fragmentary ana fruitless. Drawing looms 
are eommonly crowded and hot. Tho talk 
Is made up of personalities and platitudes, 
of misunderstood opinions and unfinished 
sentences. It is, in tho main, buzz, bubble 
and balderdash. Tho scene is uncomfort- 
able, and tho characters are unattractive, 
not necessarily, but because they are all 
run together. Society is one of tho poorest 
of places to got acquainted or to get profit. 
Persons who havo mot thoro for a series of 
seasons are surprised sometimes on being 
thrown together elsewhere to discover that 
they aro mutually interesting. If all tho 
agreeable frequenters of society wore taken 
out of it and approached under favorable 
conditions, their agreeableuoss would be 
appreciated and heightened. Society as 
constituted and managed is a clog to prog- 
ress and a fetter to Ideas, Its supreme 
conventionality swamps it. 


No wonder men who amount''to any- 


thing fail bo like society. It |g barren and 
dreary enough. Women who fondly fancy 
that they appear so well there really appear 
very ill, and men havo no opportunity to 
judge them in its whirl and whimsies. A 
man who might lovo any one of 20 women 
should ho encounter them singly would 
disapprove of them in a huddle. A worn 
on is never so charming or so dangerous 
as when alone, and In hor solitariness sho 
trlumpha most frequently over man. Ho 
understands how unable he )s to cope with 
her unity, and, unless petticoat proof, Is 
prone, then, to keep out of hor range. 


The man who would turn pale at a 


vision of her retreating figure would never 
blanch before a hundred of her intrenched 
In society. There sho is, with all her equip- 
ment for offonso and defense, least llabio 
to attack and really most harmless. When 
sho comes to comprehend this fully, soci- 
ety will cither bo disillusioned for hor, or 
eho will reform it, tho latter altogether 
tho more probable.

, THE WISCONSIN HUMORIST. 


Ho Has Retired From Politics and Jonrual- 
lim and Win Probably Take the Platform.

MILWAUKEE, Jon. S3.—Tho famous 


Wisconsin humorist, George W. Peek, for 
four years Democratic governor of the 
state, has retired from politics. On Jan. 
7 he turned the gubernatorial office over 
to his Republican successor snd joyfuHy 
retired to the walks of private Ufa. Mr. 
Peck is best known to the American peo- 
ple as a humorist, and fora dozen or more ! 
yeaiB Us wtlUrjHfl were muia widely aunt-1 


cd than any other writer of his time. Ho 
wrote two or three books, and their sales 
aggregated several million copies, and tho 
lucky publishers who bought tho manu- 
scripts outright retired with largo fortunes. 
It is a curious fact that Mr. Peck's old 
paper, Pock's Sun, cloacd its individual 
career about the time its founder, an old 
time editor and publisher, stepped down 
from tho governor's chair. It was pur- 
chased by n local publishing house some 
weeks ago and has been consolidated with 
a weekly paper of their own. 


George W. Peck's career as a politician 


was meteoric. The Democrats nominated 
him eight years ago for mayor o{ Milwau- 
kee, aud ho was elected with a hurrah. 
Two years later he was ro-elocted. Then 
ho was placed.at the liuad of tho state 
ticket and was elected governor by an 
overwhelming majority. Ho was re-elect-

ed to this high office two years ago by a 
largo vote, but wns carried down in tho 
political cyclone that swept over tho coun- 
try last fall. Mr. Peck has wearied of offi- 
cial duties and Is glad enough to got back 
among tho people who lovo him and who 
havo long taken a pardonable pride in 
calling him a fellow citizen. Wbilo ho 
has made no special plans for the future, 
ho will in all probability go out to lecture. 
His reputation as a humorous writer and 
speaker is national in scope, and he has 
had many flattering offers to go on the 
platform. 


Mr, Peck is x man of tho most gentle 


and charming personality. He is 58 years 
old, of medium height, compactly built, 
with a verv ruddy complexion, laughing 
blue-gray eyes, sandy hair, deeply tinged 
with gray, and snow whito rauttache and 
goatee. He is a splendidly preserved and 
young looking man, despite his white 
whiskers. Ho is always in fashionable at- 
tire, and invariably, winter and summer, 
wears a bright scarlet carnation in his left 
lapel. Ho is at all times approachable, af- 
fable and good natured, a first class story 
teller, a fine after dinner speaker, and a 
man much sought after in social and busi- 
ness circles. He looks so well groomed, ro- 
flned and philanthropic that no one would 
over associate him with that country store 
character who was mado miserable by tbe 
horseplay pranks of that much discussed 
and abused "Peck's Bad Boy," thecentral 
figure of tie most of Mr. Peck's humorous 
sketches and the one hero of all his books. 


The humorist was born in Jefferson 


county, N. Y , but his parents came to 
Wisconsin when ho was quite young. Ho 
had a common school education and bo- 
came a printer, working for several years 
at tho naso. Then ho became a country 
editor and attracted tho attention of Brick 
Pomeroy and helped to edit the old Brick 
Pomeroy Democrat when it was printed 
in La Crosso, Wis., following its fortunes 
to Now York during the exciting war 
times. Ho quit editing to become a sol- 
dier, and there is nothing much funnier 
than one of his early day sketches entitled 
"flow I Put Down tho Rebellion." After 
tho war ho drifted back to La Crosso and 
started Peck's Sun, a paper that was "to 
shino for all." Mr. Peck explains that de- 
spito its motto it shone for a very small 
clientele for a number of years, or until 
ho removed his plant to Milwaukee about 
IS years ago. Then it was that he began 
writing the bad boy stories, and it is reit- 
eration to say that they took' liko wildfire. 
The littlo pountry weekly became famous 
and in a fSw months ran its circulation up 
to 100,000 copies. Money literally poured 
in on the luoky editor, and for a time his 
paper netted him something liko $6,000 
a week. It wasn't long before he was liv- 
ing in a big stone mansion, the owner of 
a fine private yacht, a block of city houses, 
a summer resort hotel and other serious 
things. After a year or so the fickle pub- 
lic tired of tho bad boy, and the history of 
all purely humorous papers was repeated 
in the case of Peck's Sun. It began run- 
ning down, its editor became engrossed in 
politics, and it was sold eventually to the 
printers working on it for a mere song, 
although ouco an offer of half a million 
dollars was made for it by a Chicago syn- 
dicate, and after a precarious and pictur- 
esque existence it has been hyphenated 
with Tho Moon or Star or somo other local 
luminary, and tho newspaper iiiohe- it fill- 
ed so long is now an .aching void. 


Mr. Peck's family consists of a wlfeand 


two sons. The eldest, George W. Peck, 
Jr., is n well known young business man 
of this city, a clever, handsome young fel- 
low about 30 year? of age. He is happily 
married, and throe big, chubby children 
call the ex-governor "grandpaf" 
The 


elder Pocks will temporarily reside with 
Mr. nnd Mrs. Pock, Jr. 
Mr. Peck is pas- 


sionately fond of his grandchildren, and 
they are his constant companions outside 
of business or professional hours. The sec- 
ond son, Koy Peck, is a slim youth of 80 
and a student in a western military school.

disorder continue today the outgrowth 
of the street car strike. It is impossi- 
ble for the .soldiers to cover every 
place where there is danger of an up- 
rising, and the strikers and sympathiz- 
ing mobs are carrying on a guerilla 
warfare. The hope that all the soldiers, 
or at least some of them, would, spend 
Sunday with their families had been, 
dispensed, for the attitude of the strik- 
ers indicates that as soon as the soldiers 
are relieved from duty there will be 
further scenes of violence. With the 
large force of 1,500 policemen; 1,000 
specials, some 300 or more Pinkerton 
detectives and 7,000 of the states best 
troops, the mobs continue their terror, 
izing work. The weather has been 
severe and this morning the men are 
marching around through the snow 
and slush up to their shoe tops. Many 
of the mobs are led by'men whp have 
no real interest in tjfe strike, except 
that they sympathize with the strikers. 


About 200 of the men who went out 


on a strike have gone back to work at 
the old rate of wages. 


At 9 o'clock this morning there had 


not been a single Greenpoint 'or Myrtle 
avenue car run through. The Cross- 
Town oars are also laid up. 
The wires 


were cut in every direction and have 
not yet been repaired 
; 


The strike on the surface roads, has 


had the effect to increase the receipts 
of the Brooklyn elevated lines from $93,- 
190 the first twenty-one days of Janu- 
ary, 1894, to $128,785, the corresponding 
period this year. The increase the 
third week of the current month was 
88 per cent. 


Police Sergeant Contlin, with a

by plunging redhofc stones into a vessel 
of water and placing it beneath a pa- 
tiont, -who, wrapped in a blanket, was 
sweated half to death before he \vna re- 
leased. Yet the learned physicians of 
the world are just now discovering that 
nothing is so efficacious on general prin- 
ciples for everybody as the steam sweat 
bath, prepared in a manner vory little 
(Jiilorent from the red man's way. The 
pores of civilized man's skin are chocked 
up by lint from his clothing as well as 
by the dead scales. 


Tho steam sweat bath apparatus is 


merely a box large enough for the bathor 
to sit in comfortably with his head stick- 
ing oat 
Underneath him is a pan of 


boiling water, kept hoi by n gas jet or a 
spirit or oil lamp. In this box, shut 
tight for 15 minutes to half an hour, the 
bather remains. At the end of that time, 
streaming with porspiration, ho plunges 
into a bath tnb of cold -water. He does 
not stay there a minute, but jumps out 
and rubs himself briskly off. No matter 
how tired he was before, he tools liko a 
new man. 


The steam bath is nn essential port of 


athletio training ninong football and 
other teams of England. Last year it 
was introduced into the Pennsylvania 
university ' by Professor Bryan, who 
trained tho athletio boys. Tho result 
•was tho Pennsylvania students gained 
sweeping athlotio victories on many 
fields. It was said that one could tell 
the minute he laid eyes on the sweat 
bath man the clifferonco between him 
and men not thus treated. The both

The speaker went 
on to quote from many of the classic 
writers showiug how throughout the 
world's history the benign infiuences of 
country life had stimulated aome of the 
best literature which the world has 
known, and how writer after writer has 
commented upon the fact that such a 
life brings out the best points of na- 
tional and individual character. 


In conclusion, Mrs. Meredith urged 


upon fathers and mothers to make their 
farm homes as pleasant as possible.
